Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
55 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
ihee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
, 


ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 
. Although the announcement of an 
agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

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In zoning kickback case 
Four of six indicted plan 
to plead innocent today

At least four of six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent in U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300.000 from several developers and 
from Wickes Inc. in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 


vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 
Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government; William Bieber, Wheeling 
director of building and zoning; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 


Stavros9 attorney charges 
news coverage 'prejudicial'

The attorney for James Stavros, In- 


dicted former Wheeling Township Demo- 
cratic committeeman, yesterday accused 
U.S. Atty. James Thompson of prej- 
udicial pre-trial conduct and called for 
dismissal of federal charges against his 
client. 


The attorney. Joel Murray, said news 


coverage of Stavros' indictment and ar- 
rest Jan. 31 will make it impossible for 
Stavros to receive a fair trial. 


In separate motions filed before two of 


the judges that will bear the governments 
cases against Stavros, Murray asked for 
a hearing to establish his charge of mis- 
conduct against the U.S. Attorney. 


Thompson "willfully released informa- 


tion and opinions about the significance 
of the case, about the defendants and 
about the strength* of the government's 
cases," Murray said in the pre-arraign- 
ment motions. 


STAVROS AND FIVE other defendants 


are scheduled to be arraigned this morn- 
ing on charges contained in six in- 
dictments returned by a special federal 
grand jury. 


Murray said Thompson's "massive 


. press conference" announcing the in- 


dictments resulted in newspaper and 
broadcast reports that saturated the pub- 
lic and reached prospective trial jurors. 


The result is "that it is now impossible 


to empanel 12 impartial jurors who have 
not been deluged by massive pretrial 
publicity." Murray said Stavros will not 
seek a continuance or a change of trial 
location, saying both would be "repug- 
nant to the defendant's constitutional 
right to a fair trial." 


Stavros is charged with a total of 10 


counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
three separate indictments. He is ac- 
cused of shaking down developers for 
money and other valuables worth in ex-

PHIA Pres. Jack Gilligan told The 


Herald, prior to yesterday's hearing, that 
he expects the delay to be a short one. 
The park site will be deleted from the 
petition, then the petition will be made 
available again for signing by registered 
voters of the Prospect Heights area. 


The updated petition with signatures 


will have to be resubmitted to the court 
as an entirely new case. 


THE PHIA PETITION had Included a 
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portion of Arlington Heights' Patriot 
Park within the incorporation bound- 
aries. The park, located west of Schoen- 
beck Road and south of Palatine Road is 
the subject of pending annexation to 
Arlington Heights, 


Gilligan said that when the PHIA 


asked Arlington Heights for information 
on recent annexations, no 'information on 
the park site was given to them. 


None of the objectors to the original 


petition yesterday objected in court to its 
withdrawal. PHIA attorney Donald Kre- 
ger told Judge Helen McGillicuddy that 
the petition was being withdrawn be- 
cause it was his understanding the peti- 
tion could not be amended. 


AFTER THE HEARING Kreger told 


The Herald no decision has 'been made 
yet whether to also delete the property 
west of Schoenbeck Road and south of 
Hintz Road.

All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10 a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his' client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 


Carbonaro said it is unclear from the 


indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50,000 
from Wickes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval. 


"There is no indication in the in- 


dictment as to what part in the in- 
dictment Mr. Phillips took," Carbonaro 
said. "The indictment is pretty bare, he's 
not even in that area. They've got the 
wrong man, whatever they've got." 


CARBONARO SAID that the charges 


against Phillips may be a result of his 
client being Stavros' cousin. "He hap- 
pens to be Mr. Stavros' cousin so I guess 
it's the old corruption by blood," he said. 


Bieber is also planning to plead in- 


nocent to all 15 charges of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false in- 
come tax return, according to his attor- 
ney David Schippers. 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 
that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't," he 
said. 


Hart's attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


jury last week are six separate cases 
and the indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different judges. Trial dates 
will be set later.

"Take a look at this and then you tell 


me how bad it is," he said displaying a 
waiting list for appointments. "We'll 


have appointments- for every one on the 
list by Monday after I spend all weekend 
calling them setting up times." 


Wilson said a new wrinkle in the ap-" 


pointments has recently shown up, — 
companies acting as coordinators for 
their workers. 


• "Here's a letter from the principal of a 
junior high school. What are they going 
to do if the teachers can't get gas? Close 
the schools?" 


LARRY WEAVER, principal of Cooper 


Junior High School, was the author of the 
letter to Wilson asking for appointments 
for 50 teachers at his school. 


"Teachers are having a 'hard time like 


everyone else getting gas. They are ask- 
ing permission to leave the building dur- 
ing their free periods to buy some. 
They're asking to leave the building ear- 
ly after school," Weaver said. 


He said neither his school, nor the six

Wilson said the appointment system 


takes "the panic and chaos out of getting 
gas. They know it's underground waiting 
for them."

They 
could get the 50 miles outside Chicago 
where ther's more gas. Now everybody's 
staying close and using up what there is.

Price-rollback agreements with 15 Chi- 


cago-area service stations, including 
three Northwest suburban operations, 
were announced Thursday by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service chief stabilization 
officer in Chicago, George Levine. The 
adjustments total $39,000. 


In the Northwest suburbs, these sta- 


tions voluntarily agreed to correct their 
pricing for the following amounts:

Levine said the dealers voluntarily 


agreed to lower their prices for the 
length of time required to refund the 
money to the motoring public.

area, was blamed on the high price of 
crude and imparted oil. 


In Bartlesville, Okla., Phillips Petro- 


leum Co., announced a price rollback on 
all major petroleum products in its mar- 
keting territory. 


Phillips marketing Vice Pres. G. J. 


Morrison said wholesale gasoline prices 
would be reduced 1.8 cents a gallon, 


heating oils one-half cent, diesel fuel one- 
half cent and liquefied petroleum gas 1.5 
cents effective today. 


An accompanying 1.8 cent per gallon 


reduction in retail gasoline prices at 
Phillips operated stations also will go 
into effect. 


Morrison said the new prices reflected 


government price formula levels and 
were possible because of reduced quan- 
tities of high-priced foreign crude used by 
Phillips' refineries, lower purchases of 
high cost finished petroleum products 
and the recovery of prior crude oil and 
finished product cost increases. 


In an effort to head off a repeat of the 


late-January gasoline marketing squeeze 
in the Chicago area, U.S. Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-IU., announced Thursday that 
he will conduct a Commerce Committee 
field hearing in Chicago next week to de- 
termine whether government or industry 
policy changes are needed. The hearing 
will begin at 10 a.m. at the Federal 
Building.

rationing of gasoline, the senator said, 
"but if we are to expect motorists to ad- 
just their consumption to reduce supplies 
in an orderly manner, we need to be sure

Watergate panel to delay final report 


The Senate Watergate committee bowed to a request by 


special prosecutor Leon Jaworski yesterday and voted to de- 
lay its final report for thee months, until May 28. President 
Nixon, meanwhile, instructed his chief Watergate lawyer to 
offer to meet with the leaders of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee's impeachment inquiry. The committee is still uncer- 
tain whether Nixon will cooperate with its inquiry and honor 
its requests and subpoenas or resist them. 


International economic report to Congress 
President Nixon sent his international economic report to 


Congress yesterday, warning the world must cooperate in 
tackling a long list of unfinished economic business and face 
enormous new global problems of inflation and energy short- 
ages. The unfinished business, he said, included negotiations 
on international monetary reform, advancing trade negotia- 
tions and the fight against inflation. 


Army short of recruiting goal again 


The Army fell 10 per cent short of its recruiting goal in 


January because of a congressional ceiling on the percentage 
of high school dropouts it can accept. The Army has exceeded 
its goals in only two months since the draft was ended. Wil- 
liam Brehm. assistant defense secretary, said the issue is not 
serious enough to consider resuming the draft. 


Substantial food price hikes seen 


A member of the Council of Economic Advisers has pre- 


dicted substantial rises in food prices for the next few months 
but said a leveling of prices is likely in the second half of 
1974. The council had a gloomy outlook for the economy dur- 
ing the first half of this year, including the possibility of zero 
growth in the first quarter: but i! predicted better things for 
the end of the year. 


Case charges secret Russia deal 


Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., charged Thursday the Nixon 


administration had made a secret deal to lend Russia at least 
$500 million at 6 per cent interest, and violated the law by not 
telling Congress. Case said he was worried that the deal could 
influence U. S. foreign policy, and asked 'Why did the State 
Department fail to transmit vital agreements to Congress 
pursuant to law?"

Grenada independence upstaged

actual independence. Arrested was Maurice Bishop, whom 
Gairy said "was planning something for today," presumably 
an armed insurrection. Independence meant Grenada's only 
ties with Britain —'which governed the island since 1763 — 
was as a member of the Commonwealth. 


Kuwait agrees to guerrilla's demands 


Kuwait yesterday bowed to demands of pro-Arab guerrillas 


occupying the Japanese embassy and gave a Japanese plane 
carrying four other guerrillas from Singapore permission to 
land. The Singapore guerrillas originally commandeered a 
ferry boat. The Kuwait goup said they would free their 
remaining 12 hostages as soon as the Japan Air Lines plane 
lands.

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Skylab crew returns to earth today

The longest manned space mission in 


history behind them, the Skylab 3 astro- 
nauts were due to return to a Pacific 
Ocean splashdown this morning. 


After 12 weeks of orbiting in the eight- 


room space house, the crew — Gerald P. 
Carr, Edward G. Gibson and William R. 
Pogue — was to undock from the space- 
lab's nose in the Apollo ferry ship at 5:34 
a.m., and head to a 10:17 a.m. landing in 
the ocean 176 miles southwest of San 
Diego. (For the first time in seven years 
of space missions, no live television cov- 
erage was planned for the recovery ef- 
fort.) 


The weather forecast for the recovery 


area was good, with expectations of five 
to seven foot seas, 17 mile an hour winds 
and broken to scattered clouds. 


Four firings of the Apollo's engines 


were needed to guide the three to an ac- 
curate splashdown. 


When they set down, they will have 


traveled 34.5 million miles since launch 
Nov. 16. They broke every endurance 
and distance record in space flying, and 
closed the book on manned American 
flights until next year. 


Their condition appeared so good that 


doctors were optimistic the Skylab flight 
will prove that man can live and work in 
the weightlessness of space for a year or 
longer — time enough to go to Mars. 


Carr, Gibson and Pogue, who have 


gained weight the last three weeks and 
said they felt better than when they left, 
slept through the afternoon to get their 
last rest before working through the ear- 
ly morning hours Friday.

heard them at any time in the mission," 
reported Dr. Paul Buchanan, a Skylab 
flight (surgeon. 


The final crewmen in the $2.6 billion 


project had to stow a few last minute 
items in the Apollo, already crammed 
with a wealth of scientific data on the 
earth, sun, the comet Kohoutek and 
themselves. 


The medical tests indicated the astro- 


nauts Should be able to step out of the 
Apollo onto the deck of the recovery ship 
USS New Orleans without assistance. 


Buchanan said the astronauts have bet- 


ter muscle tone than other returning Sky- 
lab crewmen. 


The doctor said medical results from 


the first two Skylab flights of 28 and 59 
days respectively and thus far on Skylab 
3 have made him "favorably disposed' 
for one to two year space missions. 


"I have no qualms about committing

"If it were up 
to me, I'd say we should start tomor 
row." 


In states with severe gas shortages 
Simon urges 'Oregon ration' system

With emergency energy legislation fac- 


ing new obstacles in the House and Sen- 
ate, energy chief William E. Simon 
urged states with severe gasoline short- 
ages Thursday to set up their own ration- 
ing systems based on Oregon's odd-even 
numbers plan. 


In a telegram to governors, Simon said 


this optional form of rationing would dis- 
courage the "rash of panic buying which 
has caused time delays, personal incon- 
venience and extra traffic problems 
around service stations." 


Some states already have followed 


Oregon's lead by ordering gasoline sales 
restricted to even-numbered days of the 
month for motorists whose license plates 
end with an even number, and sales on 
odd-numbered days to motorists with 
plate numbers ending with an odd digit. 


Simon also urged state and local gov- 


ernments to coordinate service station 
business hours to assure even dis- 
tribution of available gasoline supplies 


He also recommended to governors 


they encourage minimum purchases of 
$3 and a maximum of 10 gallons of gaso- 
line to crack down on the problem of mo- 
torists jamming service stations trying 
to "top off" their nearly full tanks. 


Besides Simon's appeal for state ration- 


Ing systems wherever necessary, his 
Federal Energy Office announced: 


• The Internal Revenue Service had 


begun an investigation of propane gas 
prices. 


• The FEO will order refineries to pro- 


duce enough jet fuel for airline industry 
needs, if necessary. 


• Some refineries have begun switch- 


ing production from home heating to 
gasoline because of warmer-than-normal 
winter weather. 


Legislation which would give President 


Nixon's energy office broad powers to 
impose other emergency measures faced 
new delays in Congress. 


A budding filibuster in the Senate and 


a parliamentary roadblock in the House 
threatened to put off passage for at least 
10 days, possibly longer. 


The key obstacle to passage of the bill 


was a provision ordering a rollback in the 
price of crude oil and petroleum prod- 
ucts. The rollback provision was inserted 
by a House-Senate conference, which 
also deleted a controversial 
windfall 


profits tax on the oil firms that caused 
the bill to be defeated last December. 


The chairman of the House negotiators 


on the bill, Rep. Harley 0. Staggers, 
D-WVa., conceded that he could not 
break a procedural problem in the Rules 
Committee in order to bring the measure 
to the floor before Congress begins a re- 


cess Friday. The House returns Feb. 1 
and the Senate Feb. 18. 


In the Senate, Republicans armed 


themselves with piles of committee hear- 
ing testimony and articles on energy 
problems to debate the bill until the re- 
cess begins. 


"I smell delay," Sen. Edmund S. Mus- 


kie, D-Maine, said in response to Sen. 
Paul J. Fannin's argument that further 
information and study was necessary. 
"This is deliberate delay to promote the 
forces that are out to kill this bill." 


Furor as Panama pact OKd

While 2,000 demonstrators with signs 


reading "Gringo Animal" shouted out- 
side, U.S Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer signed an historic agreement 
Thursday to give Panama eventual con- 
trol of the Panama Canal. 


Kissinger and Panama Foreign Min- 


ister Juan Antonio Tack — toasting their 
pact on the third floor of the Pan- 
amanian legislative building — signed a 
statement of intent under which the U.S. 
will replace the 1903 treaty that gave tbis 
country perpetual control of the canal. 


A new treaty will recognize Pan- 


amanian sovereignty, with details to be 
spelled out when it is drawn up at a later 
date. In return for the agreement, Pan- 


ama will agree to an expansion of the 
present canal — which the U.S. considers 
a major concession — and continued op- 
eration by the U.S. of the canal for an 
as-yet unspecified period. 


But even as Kissinger and Tack were 


signing the agreement, 2,000 students 
and laborers beseiged the building carry- 
ing placards reading "Gringo Animal, 
Get out of the Canal" and "Sovereignty 
or Death." 


The demonstrators blocked the entrance 
to the building, and refused to move de- 
spite appeals from National Guard 
chiefs Kissinger finally left the building 
via an alternate route with 10 U.S. Secret 
Service agents running interference for 
his limousine. 


The demonstration forced Kissinger to 


cancel a tour of the city he had sched- 
uled prior to his ewening departure for 
Washington.

fuel gouging practices immediately to 
federal offices. 


• The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion streamlined its regulation to allow 
the truckers to pass through rate in- 
creases based on rising fuel costs. Under 
the old system, truckers were required to 
wait as long as 50 days before getting 
ICC approval. Immediate transference of 
fuel costs to trucking rates could mean 
higher food prices. 


• Truckers may also get approval to 


drive bigger, wider and longer rigs on 
the highway. Although the trucking in- 
dustry has for many years petitioned for 
the giant rigs, federal approval for use of 


the vehicles on the highways has always 
been pervented. 


DESPITE THE agreement and new 


regulations, there was evidence that 
many striking truckers will remain off 
the road. Foremost in their demands is a 
roll back on diesel fuel prices and a lift 
of the 55 m.p.h. speed limit. 


The recent agreement was endorsed by 


the Fraternal Assn. of Steelhaulers 
which claimes 100,000 members, but oth- 
er truckers voiced disagreement. 


A spokesman for Headmaster, one of 


several trucker magazines, said "there's 
no way in hell they are going back. From 
the tone of the guys I've talked to, I 
don't think they are going to settle." 


Heath dissolves Parliament 
as massive strike looms

As Britain drifts deeper into chaos, 


Prime Minister Edward Heath is putting 
it all on the line. 


Obviously seeking some kind of man- 


date in his struggle with dissident coal 
miners — who have called a nationwide 
strike for this weekend — Heath dis- 
solved Parliament, effective today, and 
called new elections for Feb. 28. 


In calling new elections, he was gam- 


bling not only his own political future, 
but that of his Conservative Party, which 
has been in power since June 19,1970. He 
wants a test of public support in his re- 
fusal to bow to the miners' 30-35 per cent 
"pay demands,' which'exceed the govern- 
ment's anti-inflation wage ceiling. 


The gamble is a. big one, because re- 


cent polls show Britain's 40 million vot- 
ers evenly divided between the Con- 
servatives and former Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson's Labor Party. 


At the same time, Heath appealed to 


the leader of the 269,000 miners — Joe 
Gormley — to call off the strike "in the 
national interest." Gormley said 'his per- 
sonal view is that the strike, set to begin 
at midnight Saturday, should be post- 
poned, but he's under pressure from left- 
wing union leaders. 


Industrial leaders say the strike could 


wreck the British economy, with the na- 
1 tion depending on coal fdr'70'per cent of 
its power.

Nixon thinks, Vice President Ger- 
ald Ford again stated flatly Thurs- 
day that he won't be a candidate 
for the White House in 1976. Or 
anything else, for that matter: "I 
will state again as I have stated so 
often in the past that I have no in- 
tention to be a candidate for any 
elective office in 1976."

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Hiring women, minorities 
highlight Harper program

Women's liberation and the problems 


of hiring racial minorities came to Har- 
per College this week in a program held 
tor college employes on "affirmative ac- 
tion programs." 


"Affirmative action" is the name given 


to programs which are required of firms 
and schools which deal with the federal 
government. In an affirmative action 
program, Harper employes were told, of- 
ficials have to promise not only to elimi- 
nate discrimination against women and 
minority group members but to actively 
recruit them. 


The audience, almost equally divided 


between men, most of whom were ad- 
ministrators, and women, most of whom 
were on the college's clerical staff, heard 
representatives from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) 
explain the department's programs to 
eliminate discrimination against women 
and minorities. 


Also speaking were State Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, a leading 
proponent of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment (ERA) in the Illinois General As- 
sembly, and Clyde Brooks, head of the 
Suburban Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC). 


Ken Mines, from the HEW office of 


civil rights, told the group what kinds of 
excuses he sometimes gets from colleges 
and universities who are ordered to hire 
more women and minority faculty mem- 
bers. "One school." he said, "told me 
they couldn't find any qualified blacks, 


so I asked them where they recruited. 
They told me they had been to the Uni- 
versities of Montana, Idaho and Brigham 
Young University." 


IN ADDITION, he said college officials 


will say they can't hire qualified blacks 
because "they don't want to raid the 
black colleges in the south," or because 
they cannot hire a particular, highly 
qualified black individual. 


"We have what we call the 'lazy susan' 


black," Mines said. "One college picks 
him up for a year and then they put him 
back on the lazy susan so someone else 
can use him for their affirmative action 
program next year." 


The office of civil rights also finds 


fault with college nepotism which says 
"We don't hire husbands and wives on 
the same faculty because it just doesn't 
work, so we fire the woman," Mines 
said. 


Ellen Dye, women's program coordina- 


tor for HEW, said she is in charge of 
eliminating discrimination against wom- 
en within the federal department be- 
cause "we can't tell you to do what we 
don't do," 


ONE OF THE programs for women 


secretaries and clerks within HEW is an 
educational program run with Loop Col- 
lege, she said, The women are allowed 
time off from work to attend classes to 
upgrade their skills. The program, she 
said, "should have an effect on the up- 
ward mobility of women."

"I don't think too many men are put 
through the rigors of war," and then 
added, "I think if women are drafted 
they'll all end up behind typewriters like 
they do in the rest of society and that's 
what worries me," she drew applause 
from the women.

for business affairs. Mann said following 
the meeting that he hopes to have a plan 
completed for submission to the college 
board by July 1.

23 wrapup 
Schools cut use 
of NEC computer 


Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 23 has voted not to par- 


ticipate in the Northwest Educational Cooperative's data pro- 
cessing program for 1974-75. 


The board decided Wednesday to pull out of the program 


because of the increased cost which it would be assessed for 
services next year. Minimum cost estimates for receiving 
payroll and scheduling services next year were placed at 
$12,720. The same services this year cost the district $5,500. 


The decision does not mean the district has pulled out of 


NEC completely. The resolution to discontinue using the data 
processing service was approved with the stipulation that the 
district would review the matter at the end of the term and 
could vote to rejoin the program the following year. 


The costs for program services are going up because of a 


change in the system for charging districts. Instead of basing 
costs on assessed valuation of a district, the rate will be 
based on usage. 


The change will increase the cost of computer services for 


the seven elementary schools in the NEC while decreasing 
the cost for Dist. 214. 


Dist. 23 will still be obligated to pay a contingency liability 


fee of $1,400 to the NEC as its portion of the leasing fee for 
the computer since the district is still an NEC member. 


Business Mgr. James Hendren will be investigating alterna- 


tive computer service programs to do the district's sched- 
uling for the coming term. Lewis College has said it could do 
the district's scheduling for a cost of approximately $1,400, 
according to Hendren, 


Payroll work, which administrators say is not complicated, 


will be done manually. 


Dist. 23 is the first NEC member to pull out of the data 


processing program. Districts 57, 59 and 21 have voted to 
remain in the program next year.

ENERGY BILL: Motion to send the far-reaching energy 


emergency bill back to committee, passed 57-37. 


The move to recommit delays final passage indefinitely. 
The bill's biggest stumbling block was the "windfall prof- 


its" section that called for limiting the profits of oil com- 
panies during the energy crisis. 


The bill also contained sections to ease air pollution con- 


trols, to give the President authority to ration gasoline, to 
create a Federal Energy Administration and to grant special 
unemployment relief to workers left idle by the energy crisis. 


Those voting for the move to recommit all strongly opposed 


at least one of the bill's sections. 


Those voting against argued the Senate was giving in to 


pressure from the oil industry and the administration.

PHIA will appeal decision 
upholding county wheel tax 


The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Assn. plans to appeal last week's deci- 
sion by the Illinois Supreme Court which 
upheld the Cook County wheel tax on ve- 
hicles in unincorporated areas. 


PHIA Pres. Jack Gilligan this week 


said his group will seek a rehearing be- 
fore <the state high court,' and if neces- 
sary will appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court "where we are damn sure we will 
win it." 


"The word is go for doing an the things 


we have to do," Gilligan said. He added 
that his group was seeking the support of 
the Congress of Cook County Home- 
owners Assns. to fight the decision. 


The court ruled that the tax, $10 for 


cars, is reasonable because most munici- 
palities in Cook County already levy ve- 
hicle taxes of their own. 


Gilligan, however, said he believes the 


state Supreme Court acted only to pro- 
tect (the state's real estate tax. He said 
the real estate tax would be "on very 
shaky grounds" if the court had ruled in 
PHIA's favor against the wheel tax. 


THIS STATEMENT was based on one 


of 'the two arguments which Gilligan said 
the court overlooked. That argument was 
that the wheel tax money is being col- 
lected only in certain parts of the county 
— the unincorporated areas — but will 
be spent to benefit the whole county. 


Gilligan said that would remain true 


even if the money is spent only to furnish 
the new Cook County Sheriff's Police 


central headquarters in Maywood as an- 
nounced by Cook County Board Pres. 
George Dunne earlier this week. The 
Sheriff's Police aid municipal police de- 
partments continually, particularly in the 
investigative areas. 


The second argument Gilligan said was 


overlooked by the court was the court's 
own decision last year in an Oak Park 
case Involving taxation of a shopping 
mall. Gilligan said the court ruled enabl- 
ing legislation must be passed before the 
tax could be levied. No legislation was 
passed to establish the wheel tax, rather 
the county used its home-rule powers. 


GILLIGAN SAID an effort would be 


made to prevent the Sheriff's Police 
from ticketing vehicles without stickers 
until the appeals have been heard. 


To date, $806,116 has been collected 


since the tax's inception in 1972. Stickers 
were issued for 45,900 vehicles the first 
year, bringing in $675,297. Last year, the 
revenue dropped to $130,819 and so far 
this year it has totaled only $545. The 
deadline for purchase of the stickers is 
Feb. 15.

Meddling in the agricultural com- 


nudities markets will only make things 
worse, says Warren Lebeck, president of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. He's con- 
cerned that politicians who want to cash 
in on consumers' concern about sky- 
rocketing food costs will step in to re- 
strict price fluctuations of soybeans and 
other commodities. 


"The cash markets are complex — vul- 


nerable to the whims of nature," Lebeck 
told members of the Chicago Farmers 
Club in Chicago this week. He concedes 
that prices skyrocketed for soybeans in 
last year's "frantic scramble" for sup- 
plies. But the function of price swings is 
to indicate the need for a greater or low- 
er supply of the grains and other com-

modities. Poor weather conditions in 
many countries, dollar devaluations, in- 
creased demand, and the disappearance 
of Peruvian anchovies all led up to the 
heavy trading and the record price of $13 
a bushel for soybeans in 1973, he said. 


THE SOYBEANS prices were reflected 


in higher costs for beef and other items 
in the supermarkets. Then the com- 
plaints started pouring in, charging mani- 
pulation of commodities prices by fu- 


tures traders. Lebeck says investigations 
showed that futures never caught up with 
cash markets. "Today, seven months af- 
ter June's record high prices, we have 
record crops in the .bins. Price was a 
warning for this need," he said. 


If there is any blame to be assigned for 


the steep climb in grain prices, Lebeck 
said it could be tied to hoarding by some 
buyers, particularly from foreign coun- 
tries. 


On the wheat shortage problem, Le- 


beck said: the U.S. government may beIS 
able to convince Russia to accept delay 


"'!ta deliveries on their contracts. The em- 


barrassment of short domestic wheat 
supplies and the speculation that the U.S. 
could buy back wheat from the Russians 
at higher prices, is simply the result of a 
trade deal in which the Russians had;ac- 
cess to better information, Lebeck said. 


What, lies in the future for the multi- 


billion dollar commodities market? Le- 
beck 'said .gold, petroleum, forest prod- 
ucts and more agricultural products may 
be 'added to the Chicago Board of 
Trade's business. He sees little chance 
that Congress will pass a major bill to 
regulate the commodities industry this 
year.

"In this day and time with prices the 


way they are, how does one go about get- 
ting together a down payment for a 
home?" The writer guessed that he paid 
more rent than the average homeowner 
paid monthly on a mortgage plus hazard 
insurance and operating expenses. Yet, 
he and his wife can't seem to set aside 
enough cash for a down payment. 
' Specific details — dollar value of the 
house, monthly income, and rent — were 
missing from the letter. However, these 
ideas may help to resolve similar prob- 
lems: 


Down payments are less onerous today 


than formerly. Government assisted 
loans may require no down payment 
through the Veterans Administration or 
only a three per cent down payment 
' through the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration on low-cost houses. More ex- 
pensive homes can be financed with as 
' little as five per cent down through pro- 
grams backed by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank and savings and loan associ- 
ations. 


But, with interest rates .climbing and 


mortgage money difficult to find, in- 
creased loan discounts or points may in- 
crease the cash needed to move into a 
hew house. 


HOME OWNERSHIP costs are climb- 


ing faster than rental costs. Included in 
the increased cost of owning a home are 
higher taxes and higher mortgage inter- 


est rates. According to the Consumer 
Price Index, home ownership costs in- 
creased by 44 per cent since 1967 while 
rental costs increased only 24 per cent. 


Cash needed for a down payment, clos- 


ing costs, and to buy everything from 
garbage cans to draperies remains a 
classic case of capital accumulation. A 
business or a family builds a capital fund 
by spending less than it earns, increasing 
income without upping spending — or 
both. The difference between income and 
spending accumulates as capital. 


Young married couples enjoy a once- 


in-a-lifetime opportunity to acquire a 
down payment when both work and ex- 
penses are low. As a start, they can live 
in a small apartment and stash one full 
income into a fund for a down payment. 


Established families with children en- 


joy less freedom to accumulate savings 
because spending usually expands with 
income. But, spending control remains 
the key to any savings program. It all 
boils down to — how badly does the fami- 
ly want a house? If acquiring a house is 
important, the family foregoes spending 
on something else. It's a matter of estab- 
lishing priorities. 


AS A FIRST step for controlling spend- 


ing, find where your money is now going. 
Once you have a clear picture of current, 
spending, you can restructure the pat- 
tern — cutting one place, postponing 
some major purchase, or doing without 
something else. Concentrate on such 


highly controllable categories as cloth- 
ing, recreation and entertainment, food, 
and transportation. Old habits are some- 
times hard to break. But, if you want 
something badly enough, you can 
change. 


Increasing income offers another al-' 


ternative. If a wife isn't working, she 
could find a job. An extra $50 a week 
after taxes builds to $1,000 in only 20 
weeks if the extra money is salted away 
in a savings account marked "new house 
fund." 


If both are already working, consider 


moonlighting. At last count there were 
more than 4 million workers in the U.S. 
holding more than one job. Moonlighting 
can be temporary with one specific goal 


in mind — accumulating the dollars for a 
down payment.

Probably the quickest way to accumu- 


late cash for a house is to work both 


1 approaches — reduce spending and in- 
crease income with an extra job. Pare 
down expenses by wearing your present 
wardrobe a little longer, changing your 
eating pattern, or taking advantage of 
free fun that abounds in every commu- 
nity. 


Changing habits requires creativity — 


a trait that can be learned. You can 
learn creative approaches to both saving 
and increasing income by developing a 
range of alternatives. Then, choose one, 
two, or more of the ideas that promise 
the greatest return with moderate effort.

Vitamin supplement can 
be taken after getting up 


It is desirable, but Is it really neces- 


sary for food to accompany vitamins into 
the body? 


I am 68 and live alone on no schedule 


whatever. Whenever I wake up I want 
coffee at once, and it would be easy to 
take my supplemental pill right then/ 
But, I almost never want to eat for an 
hour or two. By that time I've forgotten 
all abort vitamins. 


Directions say "Daring or after break- 


fast." I've read that food allows vita- 
mins to be absorbed and used properly 
by the body. It makes sense. 


The water soluble vitamins will be ab- 


sorbed whether or not you eat food. A 
major portion of the fat soluble ones will 
too. There is some fat in the bile that 
normally flows into the intestine in 
healthy persons. The fat in the bile is 
manufactured by the liver and can be 
formed from carbohydrates, excess pro- 
teins or even alcohol. You might enhance 
the absorption of vitamins by. eating. 
However, you will still absorb some fat 
soluble vitamins even if you remained 
fasting all day, which I don't recom- 
mend. 


If you absorb the vitamins, once they 


are in the bloodstream they are used for 
processing any food and eat thereafter. 
Many of them (but not all) are stored at 
least for a short time in the tissues. This 
includes the water soluble vitamins. 


The real purpose of vitamins is to en- 


ter into formation of enzymes. The en- 
zymes are then used in the chemical pro- 
cess of extracting energy from your food. 


These enzymes with their vitamin com- 


ponents are used even in the fasting 
state to process the body fat that is used 
for energy. Or, they are used in process- 
ing the stored glycogen (animal starch) 
release energy. 


Vitamins are not a source of energy 


themselves, they simply enable the body 
to process foods to release energy.

Food processing isn't an instantaneous 


process: It takes hours. The whole sys- 
tem tends to level out absorption. So, if 
you must, take your vitamin supplement 
when you first get up. 


In regards to osteoporosis, are some 


nationalities more prone to this ailment? 
Is it inherited? 


Yes, the Anglo Saxon woman is par- 


ticularly prone to the disease. The Japa- 
nese woman is even more likely to have 
softening of her bones as she gets older. 
The black woman tends to be resistant to 
it. While Anglo Saxon men have this 
problem about 20 years later than wom- 
en, they do develop it if they live long 
enough. The Black male seldom, if ever, 
has this problem. 


Some authorities think the differences 


are really related to the size of the skele- 
ton. Remember osteoporsis is literally 
dissolving 'bones. If you have a very 
large skeleton it takes longer to rob it of 
its calcium. 


There is no direct inheritance charac- 


teristics, but you can see that since body 
type tends to be inherited that those indi- 
viduals who are small boned as a family 
characteristic may be more apt to have 
osteoporosis later in life. One good pre- 
ventive measure is to 'be sure you have 
enough calcium in your diet. Women on 
a calcium deficient diet are much more 
likely to have the problem.

As truck strike grows, 1960s protests remembered

The battle raged in a middle-income, 


Midwest America living room in the late 
1960s. 


"What am I sending you to college 


for?" the father yelled. "Look at your 
hair. Look at those crummy clothes. 
For 20 years I've tried to teach you re- 
spect for the law. Respect for our gov- 
ernment. 


"Then, I spend thousands to send you 


to college. Thousands to get you a good 
start in life and you wind up expelled, 
with a busted head and a record for pro- 
testing in Washington. 


"I don't understand all this war protest 


stuff. The President knows what he's 
doing. That's why we elected him. Do 
you want all of Asia to fall to the Com- 
mies? Do you want the Reds to invade 
Los Angeles?" 


The father, sitting in an overstuffed 


chair, in his undershirt, belching beer, 
screamed that 'the Commies were com- 
ing and that only Nixon's armies could 
save us. 


"Nixon is ignoring the Constitution and 


the people," the son answered. "Con- 
gress hasn't approved escalation of the 
war." 


"The President knows what's best," 


the father answered. "He wouldn't do 
something that isn't right." 


"Killing is immoral and illegal," the 


son said. 


"So is breaking into buildings," the fa- 


ther said. "You're interfering with other 
people's rights to do business in those 
buildings. 


"You've got to follow the law," the fa- 


ther said. "Talk to our Congressman." 


"That's the problem," the son said. 


"Nixon's Congressmen ignore us. No 
matter what we say, what we do, what 
proof we have, they refuse to stop the 
bombing and killing." 


"You can't turn the country over be- 


cause of a few bombs," the father said. 
"People in this country have a right to 
travel 'the streets freely, to an uninter- 


rupted flow of goods and services. That's 
the American system. The majority rules 
and you and your hippie friends are the 
minority." 


Peace with honor was what Nixon 


promised. His silent majority drew 
heavy support from America's blue col- 
lar workers. Pictures of Nixon shaking 
hands with hardhats in New York and 
Chicago. Newspaper advertisements by 
unions supporting the war. Stories of war 
protesters fighting with laborers. 


Roles have reversed in 1974, and the 


response of the Nixon administration has 
differed.

Another toll road's a bad joke 


Another toll road is just what Illi- 


nois needs. 


Thus it is with glee that we greet 


the news that we may get another 
one, now that Gov. Dan Walker has 
cast his lot with the forces boosting 
the idea of a toll link between Elgin 
and Joliet. 


Walker, at a meeting with the 


civic leaders and businessmen who 
make up the DuKane Valley Coun- 
cil, made it clear he'd back a bill 
to spend $200,000 to study the idea. 


If the idea checks out, the so- 


called Fox Valley Expressway 
would be born, and in no time at 
all the merry jingle of coins would 


sound across yet another strip of 
Illinois. 


To help you with your geogra- 


phy, the new toll road would start 
near Interstate 55 at Joliet, run 
roughly parallel to the Tri-State 
Tollway, and then parallel to Inter- 
state 90, which now runs past Elgin 
as the Northwest Tollway. 


If things go well with the new toll 


road, we hear, it might eventually 
be extended all the way to the Wis- 
consin line. That would put it 
somewhere on a line between and 
parallel to the Tri-State and North- 
west tollways as they run up to link 
with Wisconsin's freeways. 


We do quibble on a couple of mi- 


nor points: 


• Who would travel between El- 


gin and Joliet? 


• Why do we have to spend 


$200,000 to study the idea, since the 
state long ago determed that toll 
roads are the only way to go? That 
$200,000 could buy us about 480 feet 
of the new tollway at the current 
going rate of $2.2 million a mile for 
expressway construction. 


Admittedly, that is quibbling, 


and shouldn't detract from the ex- 
citement of the grand design. 


We're especially pleased at Gov. 


Walker's commitment to the Fox 
Valley tollway because it shows the 


Snow-free roads lor two million bucks a mile! 


state is determined to keep build- 
ing on the faint dream of Bill Strat- 
ton, the governor who gave us our 
first toll roads and the concept — 
long since discarded — that they 
could pay off themselves. 


Junking the idea of toll roads re- 


tiring their own bonds has been a 
key strategy in Illinois' success in 
building a tollway network, be- 
cause without the help of lucrative 
runs like the Tri-State and North- 
west, we wouldn't be able to have 
toll links such as the East-West to 
Rock Falls or the Fox Valley be- 
tween Elgin and Joliet. 


It bodes well for the future, and 


only lack of imagination could lim- 
it Illinois' national leadership in 
toll road construction. 


Consider just some of the possi- 


bilities: 


• The Arlington Heights Toll 


Road, to link the sprawling com- 
munity's far-flung north and south 
ends; 


• The Mid-Suburban League Toll 


Network, to provide speedy and 
safe transit for the teams of this 
rapidly-growing athletic 
confer- 


ence; 


• The Dundee Toll Road, as the 


only way of getting Dundee Road 
finished through Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling 
and 
north 
Arlington 


Heights; 


.•The Randhurst-Woodfield toll- 


way, for obvious, reasons. 


The ultimate dream — and re- 


member Gov. Walker, you read it 
here first — would be to convert all 
the state.'s highways into toll roads. 
The revenues would be boundless, 
and it might be the only way to 
.keep them clear in the winter and; 
patched hi the summer. 
; 
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chain. The father's truck — and the fa- 
ther is an independent trucker — is 
parked as a blockade in a downstate ter- 
minal. The grocery chain is without pro- 
duce. 


In the same living room, the son now is 


talking about law and order. He marvels 
because the same people who condemned 
the war protesters are borrowing 1960s 
tactics to clog highways, battle the Na- 
tional Guard and cause short supplies of 
meat, vegetables and fruit. 


"People have a right to travel the 


highways without interference, you said 
a few years ago," the son now says. 


"But Nixon isn't listening to us," an- 


swers the father. "Fuel prices are so 
high I can't make a profit. With that law 
lowering speed limits, my gas con- 
sumption and driving 'time increase." 


"I don't argue with your right to pro- 


test," the son says. "But you have no 
right to stop other truckers from driv- 
ing." 


"Those guys don't realize how they're 


hurting us," the father answers. "What's 
a few fist fights anyway?" 


The war protesters of the '60s were 


without an economic stranglehold on the 
nation. Recogniang this, and without the 
mess of Watergate to worry about, feder- 
al officials used full force to squash the 
anti-war movement. Law agencies 


hatched conspiracy indictments, peaceful 
protests were disrupted; four college stu- 
dents lost their lives to National Guard 
bullets. 


The truckers of-today have drawn kid- 


glove treatment. Nixon has offered a 
one-month freeze on diesel fuel prices. A 
governor, no less, has the administration 
assignment to negotiate with the inde- 
pendent truckers. The only people shoot- 
ing at truckers are other truckers. 


When Gov. Dan Walker ordered state 


troopers to major truck stops Wednes- 
day, he said, "Violence and intimidation 
will not be tolerated," and that is a far 
cry from Mayor Richard Daley's now fa- 
mous "shoot to Mil" order.

Defense budget hike pushed

The President's top budget-makers, in 


face-to-face meetings with the appro- 
priate congressional committee chair- 
men, have already laid groundwork for 
selling the new defense budget which will 
hike some $7 billion to $8 billion in fiscal 
1975 expenditures. 


But the elements of that sizable ad- 


vance from present spending levels are 
complex. That probably will make the 
defense package vulnerable to critics at 
more points than usual, and compel both 
the President himself and Defense Secre- 
tary James Schlesinger to do very heavy 
missionary work. 


The proposed fiscal 1975 spending in- 


creases cover higher defense manpower 
pay (mandated by Congress), modern- 
ization delayed by' the Vietnam war, 
funds to improve the military's "state of 
readiness," aid to Israel and higher 
sums for new strategic weaponry — most 
particularly for the Trident missile — 
bearing submarine fleet designed ulti- 
mately to replace the existing PolariSr 
Poseidon seaborne nuclear shield. 


In an interview, Deputy Director Fred 


Malek of the Office of Management and 
Budget said Director Roy Ash and he 
had made personal rounds on Capitol Hill 
to discuss with the concerned committee 
chairmen all aspects of the newly shaped 
annual budget. 


Inevitably, however, this tactic, in- 


novative as it is, did not reach the De- 
fense Department's most vigorous critics 
on the spending issue: They will be 
heard from in force, with possibly more 
backup support than customary. 


Malek makes what seems an in- 


contestable point — that defense outlays 
for fiscal 1975 must go up at least $5.5 
billion simply to cover the mandated 
. pay increases (and the linked boosts in 
military retired pay.) ."Outside" analysts 
at the Brooking Institution, the research 
organization, are on record as saying an- 
nual defense spending would climb at 
roughly this pace (if not more) for the 
remainder of this decade. . 
' 


Since Congress itself tied defense pay 


-to levels prevailing ito other fields, to the 
t cost of living, and also sought to provide 
incentives for a volunteer army, it can't 
grumble much on this score, unless fur-

'Drivers today are high-quality people9

BROOKVILLE, Pa. - Years ago, not 


far from ben, there used to be a truck 
stop described by locals as having the 
greasiest hamburgers, waitresses and 
customers In the state. Whores inhabited 
a series of bed-bug bungalows, fistfighta 
were men numerous than aces at the 
poker games, and every Saturday night 
the sheriff parked outside to keep order. 


No wonder then the trucking industry 


grew up with a lousy reputation. In days 
past truckers and truck stops were 
places to avoid. A stop in New England 
was called the Black Hole of Connecticut. 


But no more. Today the hamburgers at 


the majority of America's 2,500 truck 
stops are edible, the waitresses use 
deodorant and the customers are as like- 
ly to be dainty soroptlmists as beefy 
Teamsters. The Industry has matured. 
Last year there were 20 million trucks on 
America's highways, representing 15,000 
companies and hauling $19 billion worth 
of freight some 232 billion miles. No bus- 
iness like this can afford to be greasy. 


HERE AT THE flagship station of 


Truck Stops of America's 17 locations, as 
example, the image Is one of substantial- 
ity and professionalism. The stop itself is 
one of America's largest, with 20 bays of 
dlesel and a plaza complex that Includes 
everything from a bank to a ceramics 
shop. 


And the truckers too, for the most 


part, exude a kind of businesslike low 
profile; "You can find college investors 
and good-looking women among our cus- 
tomers," says TSA assistant manager 
Gary Burkhart. "Drivers today are pret- 
ty high-quality people." 


Not all of them, of course The duds 


are still around. Burkhart says some of 
the drivers are so welded to their truck 
cabs that when they get out they don't 
know how to communicate with normal 
people: "They get all tongue-tied when 
you talk to them; mostly they grunt." 
Too, there are still drivers today to 
whom animalism is still a calling; "If I 
get a couple of bad ones in," says a wait- 
ress, "I may go home all black and 
blue." 


Yet for the majority attitudes and am- 


bit ions have changed measurably. 
"People should understand," says Ron 
Rice of New York City, "we're the same 
as everybody else. I see these editorials 
in the paper, because of the highway 
blocking, that makes us out as pigs The 
cartoons always show us with big guts 
and chin stubble. That's wrong. Some of 
these guys make 120,000 to $30,000 a year 
driving trucks. They got good homes, 
good wives, kids in college. To be fair, 
you should update the Image."

years. As for rig owner-independents, 
says one: "We aren't just truck drivers 
anymore, we have to be accountants, tax 
experts, lawyers, mechanics, brokers 
and public relations people as well — you 
don't get business by remaining a slob." 


The changeover from slob status has 


been a gradual thing. The growth of the 
trucking industry started the trend (last 
year some 500 billion ton-miles of cargo 
was hauled by American trucks, repre- 
senting 54 per cent of everything moved 
in the nation). The proliferation of the 
interstate highway system also has 
helped And though it is difficult to s<iy 
which came first, the chicken or the egg, 
as highways improved and truckers im- 
proved, so did the important fuel termin- 
als until today a truck stop may have a 
swimming pool as well as showering 


remote, but they will apologize to no one 
for it. "Keep on Trucldo'." "Have a tru- 
ckm' good time, buddy." "Mercy, Mer- 
cy, lay on that tire knocker." They have 
a language, a lifestyle and an identity all 
their own. 


THE IDENTITY, in recent years, has 


been enhanced by the popularity of Citi- 
zen Band radios in cabs. Hundreds of 
thousands of drivers crisscrossing the 
nation are now able to communicate with 


one another with simple and cheap ($200 
to $300) electronics. Where once lonely 
stretches were run in silence, or at best 
with the banal offering of radio stations, 
truckers now carry on multiple inter-ve- 
hicle conversations for hours at a time 


To some extent the proliferating CB's 


invite abuse. Police detest the gadgets 
because truckers use them to warn one 
another of radar traps. Also, many CB 
users are ignorant of proper radio tech- 
niques, while others yak away on the 
mikes about everything from sex to sa- 
tamsm (lonely women on many inter- 
states have taken to putting CB's in their 
own homes and, after a few hours "mod- 
ulating" or "talking at ya," seldom re- 
main lonely for long.) 


But the good outweighs the bad so far 


as CB's are concerned. Besides alerting 
drivers to dangers ahead, blockages and 
ice spots and fuel stop profiteering, the 
CB's have brought truckers together in 
common cause. No longer are they indi- 
viduals riding rump, but fellows of a 
society with all the rules commensurate 
with membership. The rules are flexible, 
to be sure, but the overall thrust is for 
each driver to do credit to each other. 


And so it is the old idea of truckers, as 


rejects and'outcasts, must go. They are 
"a people " They deserve what everyone 
deserves, due credit. They bring fumes 
and noise and 18 wheels apiece to the 
highways, but they also bring, rather 
proficiently, the nation together. As the 
sign on one truck here says: "You don't 
have to love me, but a little under- 
standing helps."

Jackie Hoferrecalls 'Oiir Gang' days

Years before Jackie Hofer put on a

Rise in divorce 
Did Hollywood start it?

The way the divorce rate is climbing 


they'll have to rewrite the wedding cere- 
mony and make it read, "until death or 
divorce fwhichever comes first) do us 
part." 


The whole thing is getting so big that 


there's a new magazine. Marriage and 
Divorce, devoted to the subject. And the 
publisher thinks Hollywood has had a lot 
to do with the startling rise in divorce 
figures. 


Julian (Jay! Warner Is the publisher, 


He's a young, bearded man who used to 
be a divorce lawyer. Then he decided he 
didn't like practicing law. So he started 
the magazine. 


It is Warner's conviction that Holly- 


wood, mostly through its motion pic- 
tures, had had "a profound effect" on 
upping the divorce rate in this country. 


HE BELIEVES this happened not so 


much through the movies Hollywood 
made as through the behavior of Us stars 
in their private lives. It isn't telling tales 
to report that there have been a lot of 
divorces among Hollywood stars. Scratch 
almost every star and you'll find a di- 
vorce expert underneath the surface. 
They know as much about alimony as 
about acting. 


"The public," Warner says, "would 


read about their favorite stars getting di- 
vorced. And, therefore, divorce became 
something possible and perhaps even de- 
sirable. If the stars could do it, why not 
them?" 


Divorce rates, he says, have gone up 


astoundingly. Since 1890, the number of 


divorces in this country has risen 750 per 
cent. And, in the relatively brief period 
since 1940, the figure is 200 per cent, 


Warner believes that Hollywood's prod- 


uct has worked to the detriment of young 
people just embarking on marriage. 


"MOST YOUNG people," he says, 


"form their opinions by watching movies 
and TV. Until very recently the movies 
painted a completely rosy picture of 
marriage — everybody who got married 
lived happily ever after. 


"Youngsters, planning on getting mar- 


ried, saw those films and thought their 
happiness was guaranteed, once they 
said 'I do," They found, to their sorrow, 
that reality was a lot different from the 
way Hollywood movies painted it." 


In today's films, of course, things are 


considerably different. There hasn't been 
a happy marriage in the movies since 
Ma and Pa Kettle tied the knot. Warner 
believes that this, too, is having its ef- 
fect. 


"Such films," he says, "as 'Who's Af- 


raid of Virginia Woolf?' have been im- 
portant in pointing up the hardship of 
marriage." 


SO TODAY'S youngsters know that 


marriages are not necessarily all beau- 
tiful. Maybe that's why marriage is not 
the big hit it used to be. 


Warner and his wife went- to see 


"Blume In Love." Mrs. Warner, he says, 
came home, cried for an hour, and pret- 
ty soon they were separated. It happens 
even to divorce lawyers and publishers.

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Renewed interest in quilting, 
a craft that's centuries old 
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A good turnout of Quester members 


from Ginger Creek and Dunton Chapters, 
with their guests, assembled recently at 
the Arlington Heights Historical Society's 
hall to attend an old-fashioned quilting 
'bee, led by lecturer-teacher Marie Wierz- 
bictd. 


During her lively talk, you could have 


heard a quilting needle drop, but the buz- 
zing and chatter which attended the ac- 
tual sewing part of the demonstration 
was Just the same, updated in subject 
natter perhaps, as that which accom- 
panied the work-social meetings of our 
grandmothers, 


Mrs. Wierzbicki spoke of the history of 


quilting, which, although centuries old, is 
now up to date as Kohoutek, and much 
more visible. She explained her theory, 
that the phenomena] interest in the old 
craft is caused by our "hurry up and 
worry" world in which the old and famil- 
iar become a source of security and re- 
assurance. 


QUILTING HAS BEEN known from 


4000 B.C. to the Egyptians, and was 
brought to Europe by the Crusaders, who 
wore the heavy layered materials as 
padding for their uncomfortable suits of 
mail. Royalty caught on, and it became 
fashionable for the court ladies to work 
fancy stitches for hangings and curtains. 


As more and more "bed furnishings" 


were needed, the work was let out to the 
peasantry, called "cottage quilting." The 
English specialized in white counterpane 
work, where the design and tiny stitches, 
even 25 to the inch, were a source of 
pride. The French, who loved luxury, de- 
veloped lacy, fancy satin and silk quilts 
and developed the art of applique. In 
Spain, formal, somber brocades were 
used, with silver and gold thread worked 
in, usually to adorn the walls and altars 
of churches. 


lo the early days, when 14 was mar- 


riageable age, young daughters were ex- 
pected to have "a.baker's dozen" quilts 
in their dower chests for marriage. As a 
gift, friends and relatives got together 
and made a special bridal quilt, the fore- 
runner of the bridal shower. Not a thread 
was supposed to have been twisted or 
broken, for that would signify an unhap- 
py marriage. 


MANY SUPERSTITIONS accompany 


the art of quilting. Mrs. Wierzbicki told 
of intentional errors made in the final 
products, so that the work did not appear 
to be perfect, and thus become an affront 
to God. The quilts were given descriptive 
or significant names, such as Jacob's 
Ladder, Mexican Star, Double Wedding 
Ring, Log Cabin, Drunkard's Trail, or 
political designations such as Lincoln's 
Platform or Clay's Choice. 


Now in its "Sixth Period," or the sixth 
time in history a great revival of interest 
'has spread in quilting, if seems that ev-~ 
erybody's doing it. Young qeople in col- 
lege art classes are quilting their home- 
work. Housewives are making not only 
quilted bed covers, 'but clothing, pillows, 
toys and curtains. If one is lucky enough 
to own an antique quilt worked by an

ancestor, it may be shown as a beautiful 
wall hanging. I recently attended a wed- 
ding where the bride was dressed in a 
long crepe sheath with "Double Wedding 
Ring" quilting along the hem line, all in 
ivory color, and the attendants in coral 
crepe with the same design in multi-col- 
or quilted in the bottom edges of their 
gowns. 


THE OLDEST QUILT shown by Mrs. 


Wierzbicki was an "album quilt" of 1856, 
where friends had inscribed sentiments 
in India ink into the centers of the pat- 
terns. A special "show and tell" quilt, 
"Cathedral Window" worked by Janet 
Shipman of Rolling Meadows, a member 
of Dunton Chapter, brought a gasp of ad- 
miration and applause. 


(The pictured quilt is Mrs. Shipman's.) 
The question of cleaning quilts came 


up, and the lecturer gave some valuable 
hints. The word is "gently" when han- 
dling them. They may be carefully wash- 
ed, if not too fragile, and hung to drip 
dry by the bindings with closely spaced 
clothes pins. She advises they not be ma- 
chine dried. Never iron, and if an old 
quilt is stained or yellowed, it may be 
helped by soaking in a 'mixture of one 
quart buttermilk and two tablespoons 
vinegar or lemon juice in a gallon of wa- 
ter. New, sturdy quilts may be washed 
with more ease, especially with today's 
cottons and Dacron fillings. 


ONE MORE HINT: Sign and date your 


quilt for future generations to enjoy, so 
that identifying it does not become a 
guessing game. And don't throw away a 
single scrap of material.

BY PAUL STARR

So you have been to the Nam and now 


your're back, back in the world. 


Well, as many veterans of the latest 


Indochina war have discovered, the 
world doesn't necessarily have room for 
you anymore. 


The tragedy of the Viet Nam veteran, 


a class of individuals who must surely be 
counted as a major casualty of the war, 
is sharply etched in this book, a staff 
project of Ralph Nader's study center. 


As author Starr follows the vieterans 


back from the bamboo fields of Southeast 
Asia to the VA hospitals or the job mar- 
kets of the states, 'the plight of these men 
becomes more and more tragic. 


Buffeted by a seemingly antiquated 


Veterans Administration and a military 
hierarchy which also seems unprepared 
to cope with its new soldiers, the men 
coming 'home often walked off the ships 
already disillusioned with their fate. 


THE WORST indictments of the gov- 


ernment focus on the drug abuse pro- 
grams launched by the military and, 
belatedly, by the VA. According to 
Starr's analysis, these two officialdoms 
never really understood the Army's drug 
problem and thus often responded to it 
cruelly or haplessly. 


As you can expect from a Nader-sup- 


ported project, "The Discarded Army" is 
a broadside which indicts, indicts, in- 
dicts.

Dylan's back sharp as ever 
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It's nice to have Bob Dylan back — 


even if his new album, "Planet Waves" 
(Asylum records), is something less than 
spectacular. The trouble is that when 
you've become such an important musi- 
cal influence as Dylan has, people expect 
perfection in everything he does. 


Basically, "Planet Waves" is a sort of 


quiet celebration, a private party we've 
been given a chance to share, at least in 
part. The reason for the celebration? I'd 
guess his reunion with The Band and 
new tour. 


Of the 10 new songs, four shine and 


one's a real dog. The bitter "Dirge" is 
probably the album's most brilliant song. 
It shows Dylan's tongue can be as sharp 
as ever. There is a sense of total disdain 
in lines such as "No use to apologize, 
what difference would it make." 


A close second in quality is his solo on 


"Wedding Song." which reminds one of 
his 1964 song "My Back Pages" in part. 
The theme of rejecting his previous role 
as protest singer is again evident, as in: 
"It's not my duty to remake the world at 
large." 


THIS REJECTION of the leader role, 


of the doomsayer cloak, is, again, cer- 
tainly not new and is as good as any 
reason for his inclusion of five "love" 
songs in this new album. Unfortunately, 
most of the love songs just don't \vork 
that well. The worst is "You Angel You" 
in which Dylan falls back on the easy 
cliches rather than hacking away at 
them as he has done so often, so success- 
fully in the past. 


But Dylan only fails occasionally. 


"Tough Mama" is a spirited song with 
punch. Again, parts are autobiographic- 
al, including the intriguing line: "I've 
gained some recognition, but I've lost my 
appetite." "Going Going Gone" rounds 
out the very good songs, It is also one of

the better songs as 'far as The Band's 
performance goes. 


The Band apparently are satisfied to 


become Dylan's backup band again and 
nothing much else. It was when the 
group was known as Levon and the 
Hawks in 1965 and 1966 that they first 
toured with Dylan. The roughness in this 
album (it was recorded in only three 
days) should disappear in the future and 
the union of Dylan and The band should 
produce some memorable music. 


* * * 


OTHER NEW releases include: 
"Moondog Matinee" by The Band 


(Capitol records). Their worst album. 
While the musicianship is competent, 
there is hardly any excitement in the 
record. 


The first side in particular is deadly. 


Side 2 at least has remakes of The Plat- 
ters' 1956 hit "The Great Pretender" and 
"I'm Ready" and "Saved." The album is 
made up totally of oldies and perhaps 
they are performed too much like oldies. 
(The title most likely refers to disc jock- 
ey Allen Freed, who claimed to have 
coined the term "rock 'n' roll" and had a 
rock show, "The Moondog Show," in 
Cleveland from 1951 until he moved to 
New York in 1954).

please everybody, but he denied the mine 
owners were to blame 


"It's already big when we find it," he 


explained 


IT OBVIOUSLY would be asking too 


much to ask the miners to dig up lumps 
of coal only 16-10,000 of an inch. 


Every miner in the UMW would soon 


have a severe case of eyestrain. 


You can't ask a miner who has been 


shoveling coal all of his life suddenly to 
switch over to tweezers. Some of the 
younger miners might make the adjust- 
ment, but the old hands are too set in 
their ways to change. 


Fortunately, however, we don't have to 


depend on the miners for small coal. 


KRAJCOVIC-ILOK SAYS he has devel- 


oped a process that makes coal so tiny it 
can be burned in diesel engines or blend- 
ed with oil and natural gas to produce 
new types of fuels. 


He says fuel also can be made by re- 


ducing the size of dried vegetable resi- 
dues, straw and similar substances

As many have pointed out lately, there 


are a number of practical reasons why 
the energy shortage may be a blessing in 
disguise. 


It will require American families to 


spend more time together at home, in- 
stead of tearing around the highways on 
weekends. It may reduce the highway 
death toll ... 
and increase church at- 
tendance. 


It may induce us to do more walking 


and bicycling, and turn down the thermo- 
stats in our overheated homes, all of 
which would be good for our health. 


The catalog of practical benefits might 


be extended indefinitely. But this whole 
approach overlooks the most important 
way in which the energy shortage may 
prove a boon rather than a disaster for 
America.

As a people who had lived long in a 


rich society, we had grown fat, physi- 
cally and spiritually, we had come to 
think it was our right, as Americans, to 
be piggish — one-sixth of the world's 
population consuming more than a third 
of its available energy. 


WE BLITHELY considered our dollars 


the world's most coveted currency and 
assumed that they would always be able 
to buy anything foreigners made or 
owned. 


We rarely if ever felt thankful for our 


abundance for we assumed it was our 
superiority, not the bounty bestowed on 
this continent by Nature and its God, 
that made us so wealthy. 


Now we are getting our comeuppance. 


To those who have read the history of the 
children of Israel, recorded in the Bible, 
there is something strikingly familiar 
about the spectacle of a prosperous and 
c o m p l a c e n t nation being suddenly 
plunged into hardship. 


This has always been God's way of 


dealing with people who become too ab- 
sorbed in material things, too confident 
of their own powers, to keep their prior- 
ities in order and attend to things that 
really matter. 


"How good it is for me to have been 


punished!" cried an ancient Hebrew poet 
in Psalm 119 who had felt the heavy 
hand of a rebuking Deity. "I went astray 
before I was punished, but now I pay 
heed to Thy commandments." 


The Apostle Paul, who bore a great 


deal of pain and suffering in his life and 
finally died a martyr's death, arrived by 
experience at the conviction that hard- 
ship is a boon. 


"WE CAN REJOICE when we run into 


problems and trials for we know they are 
good for us," he told Christians under- 
going cruel persecution in Imperial 
Rome. "Troubles teach us to be patient. 
And patience develops strength of char- 
acter in us and helps us to trust God

thank God.

"I don't have the con- 
slsteney and 1 just can't keep up the 
pace anymore. 


Honesty always has been one of Jerry 


West's strong points, and he's being com- 
pletely honest now. 


He's not letting himself be deluded by 


bare statistics. 
He's averaging 20.8 


points a game now and that would be a 
fine year for anybody else but it isn't 
anything special for West. As a matter of 
fact, apart from his rookie year when he 
averaged 17.6 points a game, this sea- 
son's showing constitutes his most mod- 
est point performance.

Jerry West doesn't make this his ba- 


rometer though. 


He looks at more important things. His 


reflexes for example. They're nowhere 
near what they once were.

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Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
55 m.p.h, limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


Industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were'"much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to-hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from" 
Washington. 
• 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

Vernon or Wheeling? 
Survey to help determine 
Lake County library service 


by JILL BETTNER 


Library cardholders in the Lake Coun- 


ty section of Buffalo Grove will receive 
ballots next week in a straw poU to de- 
termine who will provide library service 
to southern Lake County. 


About 3,600 Buffalo Grove residents 


are among 4,500 Lake County residents 
in the area who are not part of any li- 
brary district. 


The Vernon Library Committee pro- 


poses to create a new Vernon Area Li- 
brary District to serve the unincorpo- 
rated area. The Wheeling Public Library 
District is interested in annexing the 
Buffalo Grove portion and lands sur- 
rounding the ara that are Included in the 
village's master plan. 


THE NORTH Suburban Library Sys- 


tem will conduct the polls in an effort to 
gain the opinions of residents on library 
service. The NSLS wants to do this be- 
fore the Vernon Area Library Committee 
petitions the court for a referendum to 
create a new library district or before 
Wheeling asks for an annexation referen- 
dum. 


Postage-paid ballots will be mailed to 


residents who have obtained library 
cards from the Vernon Area Library 
Committee, NSLS bookmobile or the 
Wheeling Public Library District. Card- 
holders will have one vote per house- 
hold, with ballots to be returned within 
two weeks. 


An cxpalanation of the ballot, along 


with statements from the Vernon Area 
Library Committee and the Wheeling 
Public Library District will be included 
in the mailing. 


Lake County Buffalo Grove residents 


and the others polled will be asked if 
they want to be included in the bound- 
aries of the proposed Vernon dis- 
trict.annexed to the Wheeling district or 
postpone establishing any library ser- 
vice. 


The ballots will be counted by repre- 


sentatives of both districts and NSLS. 
Ballots returned by residents in each sec- 
tion of the area included in the straw poll 
will be counted separately. 


IF A-MAJORITY of residents in one or 


more sections votes to join the proposed 
Vernon district, those sections will be in- 
cluded within the boundaries of the dis- 
trict when the committee petitions for a 
referendum to create the district in May. 


The Wheeling district has agreed to 


conduct an annexation referendum in 
only those sections where a majority of 
residents indicate they want to become 
part of that district. 


Although the straw poll is an informal 


survey, both districts have agreed to 
abide by the results in planning future 
annexation referendums. For that rea- 
son, both districts are hoping for a large 
ballot return. 


"It's really important that people re- 


turn these ballots so that we can plan for 
the future of the districts," said Wheel- 
ing head librarian Kenneth Swanson. 


WHEELING TRIED unsuccessfully to 


annex the Lake County section of Buffalo 


Grove into the district three years ago. 
Library officials are hoping the straw 
poll will indicate residents have changed 
their minds and now want to join the 
Wheeling district. 


"What we want to do is keep Wheeling 


and Buffalo Grove, especially 
Buffalo 


Grove, united," said Josephine Leonard, 
a Wheeling library board member. "Buf- 
falo Grove has a history of being divided 
— by counties, school districts — this 
would be one way to unite all of the vil- 
lage." Mrs. Leonard lives in Buffalo 
Grove. 


If a majority of residents of Lake 


County Buffalo Grove and the areas in- 
cluded in the master plan indicate they 
would like to be annexed to the Wheeling 
district, Mrs. Leonard said an annexa- 
tion referendum will probably oe set for 
next fall.

The com- 
mitments are necessary in order for his 


firm to obtain a loan to pay construction 
costs, he said. 


Gregg Builders has been in contact 


with a number of businesses that have 
shown interest in renting space in the 
shopping center, Rodeck said, however, 
negotiations are still going on and none 
have signed leases, he added. 


Rodeck said a number of potential ten- 


ants have shown apprehension because 
of the present condition of Dundee Road, 
which is under construction. Merchants 
who are now in the Ranch Mart have 
voiced objections because motorists have 
difficulty getting in and out of the shop- 
ping center parking lot. The contend 
the road condition has discouraged busi- 
ness. 


"Businessmen want to really be sure 


that the road will be finished before they 
move into the shopping center," Rodeck 
said. "Otherwise they could put them- 
selves in a real bind." 


ONCE- CONSTRUCTION on the road 


resumes, Rodeck said businessmen prob- 
ably will become more willing to rent 
space. Dundee Road is scheduled to be 


completed by fall, prior to completion of 
the shopping center. 


The plan to expand the shopping center 


was submitted to the village last spring, 
but was delayed because it was in viola- 
tion of a village ordinance pertaining to 
setback requirements. However, the ordi- 
nance was changed this week by the vil- 
lage board which paves the way for the 
expansion. 


The old ordinance prohibited a devel- 


oper from building within 150 feet of an 
arterial highway such as Buffalo Grove 
Road, which fronts the shopping center. 
Village officiaals, however, said the ordi- 
nance was too restrictive and changed 
the ordinance so only a 25-foot setback is 
required. 


Rodeck said the amount of expansion 


would have had to be drastically reduced 
in order to comply with the old ordi- 
nance. 


Gregg Builders plans to present its 


plan to village officials in April or May, 
Rodeck said. The plan commission will 
review the project and make a recom- 
mendation to the village board which will 
make the final decision.

calling them setting up times." 


Wilson said a new wrinkle in the ap- 


pointments has recently shown up — 
companies acting as coordinators for 
their workers.

At least four of six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent in U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300,000 from several developers and 
from Wickes Inc. hi return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 
vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 
Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government; William Bieber, Wheeling 
•director of building and zoning; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
and William Hart, a former Wheeling 
trustee. 


Attorneys for Wheeling Environmental 


Commission chairman Michael Valenza 
and county zoning board member Ira 
Colitz could not be reached yesterday for 
comment. 


All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10 a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments, resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling.

Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 


Carbonaro said it is unclear from'.ihe 


indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50;000 
from Wickes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval.

ney David Schippers. 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 


that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't," he 
said. 


Hart's attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


jury last week are six separate cases 
and the indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different judges. Trial dates 
will be set later.

Confusion halts hearing 
for Imperial Inventors 


Confusion led to postponement yester- 


day of the testimony in a hearing to de- 
termine whether the Des Flaines-based 
Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
should be allowed to operate in Illinois. 


The hearing, 
before Circuit Court 


Judge Francis Delaney, was continued to 
this morning as attorneys argued over 
the groundrules surrounding the proceed- 
ings. While the two sides debated in an 
adjoining conference room, Judge Dela- 
ney scheduled another hearing for later 
yesterday afternoon, thus calling off the 
Imperial case. 


The Illinois Atty. General's office is 


seeking a court order to put Imperial out 
of business, charging the company is de- 
frauding and deceiving clients whose in- 
ventions Imperial promises to develop 
and market. 


Its case was based, in part, on a Her- 


ald investigation by two reporters, in- 
cluding Steve Brown. Brown was sched- 
uled to be the first witness but was un- 
available yesterday because he is a 
member of one of the Illinois National 
Guard units activated by Gov. Daniel 
Walker during the truckers' strike.

I don't like this changing of 
lawyers. I don't like it and it will stop 
right now. If it (the testimony) affects 
these people I'll stop it. I'll protect them 
the best I can." 


However, Judge Delaney assured de- 


fense attorneys, "I don't want to be 
Mickey the Mope and get anybody found 
guilty because of the proceedings here."

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Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence, The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
55 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were'to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are ail unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes arid ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement 
from 


Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on ard above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately'opened hope that 
the m,ajor pipeline of the food industry 
would, be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

Teachers ready to challenge 
'invincible' school caucus

Des Plaines teachers are challenging 


the power of the seemingly invincible 
caucus system for this year's school 
board election. 


The caucus — composed of representa- 


tives from area PTA, church, service 
and civic groups — has long selected 
what they term the "most qualified can- 
didates" for vacancies on the school 
board. The final vote in Des Plaines 
school board elections has always gone 
in favor of the caucus-endorsed candi- 
dates. 


This year, however, teachers and a 


second group of residents are challeng- 
ing the caucus system — and probably 
its endorsed candidates. 


MARIAN HUFF, a spokesman for the 


Des Plaines Education Assn., said the 
teachers' organization is not "at this mo- 
ment involved" in supporting any candi- 
date but added that teacliers "would be 
disinclined to support the incumbents." 


The DPEA has representation on the 


caucus and will wait to see who the 
caucus nominates before takii.g any in- 


dependent action, Mrs. Huff said. 


Another teacher noted that the DPEA 


is "interested in new blood and probably 
will not .support any incumbent." Teach- 
ers are especially opposed to board 
members Stuart Kisten and Glenn W. 
Glaser, both members of the board's 
negotiating team during the 1973-74 con- 
tract dispute. 


"Glaser's voting on our behalf has 


been pretty bad — his attitudes and be- 
havior towards us aren't very good," she 
said. 


The teacher said that if "we're satis- 


fied with the caucus candidates — if they 
don't turn out for all the incumbents" the 
teachers would probably support the 
caucus nominations. 


LAST WEEK the Concerned Citizens 


for Quality Education, a newly formed 
citizens' group, announced they will sup- 
port independent candidates for the April 
election. 


Sharon Fridley, spokesman for the 


group, said their group was formed "as 
a result of all the trouble within the 
school district last fall."

Hall said he was surprised at the price quote. "I thought it 


would come in lower," he said, as he urged action on the 
offer. 


When asked by a reporter if the township is not required by 


law to let bids for purchases over $2,500, he said, "Yes, but 
sometimes if we are looking for a particular system, bids 
don't mean much." 


Hall said, "in some instances only one type of equipment 


would do." 


Auditor Bernard Lee moved to let bids for a communications 


or intercom system and asked that a committee review the 
Executone price, come up with a set of specifications for the 
type of intercom needed and go out for bids. 


Hall agreed to seek bids and said "in my opinion the price 


declared by Executone will not make other bidding difficult. 
It's just his estimate and won't confuse bidding at all."

Elk Grove Township officials urge residents to vote "no" on 


the formation of a Regional Transit Authority when the issue 
comes before voters March 19. 


The township board Tuesday adopted a resolution that 


•tales the RTA proposition "is unacceptable and does not 
provide adequate representation from areas outside that 
served by the CAT." 


The resolution states the enabling legislation provides no 


guarantee that any of the money raised through taxes will be 
spent to improve transportation in areas outside of those 
served by the CTA. 


Township officials contend the legislation would allow the 


appointed board to issue bonds without a referendum. 


The resolution adds that a disproportionate share of the 


revenue raised will come from areas such as Elk Grove 
Township, not served by the CTA, while nearly 75 per cent of 
the revenue will be spent by the CTA. 


Township auditors said they are against RTA because near- 


ly 80 per cent of the tax money will go for administrative 
costs and operating deficits, making RTA a subsidy program 
rather than a program to improve transportation. 


The auditors also maintain 10 per cent of the money raised 


by taxation will be used for reduced fare proposals for which 
the General Assembly already appropriates nearly $19 million 
annually, and there is no provision to eliminate this dupli- 
cation. 


"Funding provided is inadequate and will create a fantastic 


tax increase in the six-county area or bankrupt the system," 
the officials predict.

Hearing on Imperial postponed 


Confusion led to postponement yester- 


day of the testimony in a hearing to de- 
termine whether the Des Plaines-based 
Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
should be allowed to operate in Illinois. 


The hearing, before Circuit Court 


Judge Francis Delaney, was continued to 
this morning as attorneys argued over 
the groundrules surrounding the proceed- 
ings. While the two sides debated in an 
adjoining conference room, Judge Dela- 
ney scheduled another hearing for later 
yesterday afternoon, thus calling off the 
Imperial case.' 


The Illinois Atty. General's office is 


seeking a court order to put Imperial out 
of business, charging the company is de- 
frauding and deceiving clients whose in- 
ventions Imperial promises to develop 
and market. 


Its case was based, in part, on a Her- 


ald investigation by two reporters, in- 
cluding Steve Brown. Brown was sched- 
uled to be the first witness but was un- 
available yesterday because he is a 
member of one of the Illinois National 
Guard units activated by Gov. Daniel 
Walker during the truckers' strike. 


IN ADDITION to preventing Imperial, 


2250 E. Devon Ave., from conducting 
business in Illinois, the state wants the 
firm to repay clients who were allegedly 
bilked by the company's marketing 
scheme. 


"Imperial had caused irreparable 


damage to the people of Illinois," 
Asst. Attorney General Peter Kil- 
chenmann said yesterday.

and have spurred a need for a fire de- 
partment manned to handle it, according 
to Des Plaines Fire Chief Donald Corey. 


Corey, who asked the city council last 


week for seven new firefighters and four 
civilian alarm board operators and was 
allocated one firefighter and four alarm 
operators, said, "The city has always 
been fair to the fire department, but now 
it's time for a re-evaluation of our fire- 
fighting needs." 


"With the type of industrial and com- 


mercial areas we have to cover, calls 
•will continue to increase," he said. Sta- 
tistics show the department answered a 
total of 4,300 ambulance and fire alarms 
for 1973. That figure is substantially 
higher than the 1972 total of 2,978 and a 
1971 yearly alarm response total of 2,837. 


Corey pointed out that although the 


city's population has leveled off some- 
what, Des Plaines firemen responded to 
an overall 22 per cent more alarms last 
year than 'they did in 1972. 


OF IMMEDIATE importance to Corey 


and fire officials is getting firemen to 
operate a currently unmanned ladder 
truck at Fire Station No. 3, 130 Thacker 
St. 


The truck was obtained by the depart- 


ment in 1960 and Corey said he would 
assign new firefighters to man the ve- 
hicle. 
The department maintains one ladder 


company at Station No. 1, on River Road 
near Rand Road but, Corey said, "we're 
in dire need of a second ladder company, 
If there's a call for a ladder truck, it can 
go all the way across town for what may 
turn out to be a false alarm." 


"But then, say we get a call at Holy 


Family Hospital. The ladder truck can 
be 5Vz miles away and have to travel all 
the way across town to get there." He 
also pointed to the possibility that a 
truck can be delayed by freight trains, 
for lengthy periods. 


COREY HOPES eventually to divide 


the city into fire districts each being 
served by one of the ladder truck units. 
He said the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. Outer Belt Line tracks on river, just 
north of Rand Road would probably 
serve as a dividing line for the two truck 
districts. 


As well as ladders, the 'truck carries 


rescue equipment along with apparatus 
for entering buildings. The vehicle re- 
quires a crew of at least seven men and 
Corey said he has been forced to call in 
off-duty firefighters when the truck is 
needed. 


"We've got to be prepared," he said. 


"If we have it and don't need it, thank 
God, but if we need it and don't have it, 
there could be a disaster." 


In explaining why Des Plaines needs a 


beefed-up fire fighting force, Corey cited 
statistics showing that Evanston, with a 
population of 80,000 has a fire depart- 
ment of 100 men. 


He also said fire departments in Skokie 


with 70,000 and Oak Park with 63,000 
have firefdghting forces of 97 and 120 
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men respectively. Des Plaines with a 
population of 58,000 has a 75-man depart- 
ment. 


He said the new paramedic training 


program, "put an added toad on man- 
power needs but we can survive that. We 
would have asked for the same amount 
of additional manpower even without the 
program. 


"This city is not saturated in any one 


spot with industry or multiple-family 
housing," according to Corey. 
"It's 


spread out all over, and the fire depart- 
ment needs manpower and equipment to 
cope with any situation in any area." 


THE CHAIRMAN of the city council 


Fire Committee, Aid. John Seitz (7th), 
expressed similar sentiment on the man- 
power situation. "The fire chief is the 
expert in that field. That's what we hired 
him for and he's the best judge of what 
we need. Do we or do we not want to 
man that extra ladder truck that's essen- 
tial as we get more taller buildings in 
town?" 


Seitz said he realizes additional man- 


power for fire protection could cost the 
city $100,000 and could necessitate a tax 
increase. "We agree that we can't spend 
everything but there should be agree- 
ment that fire and police services should 
have priority." 


The council has offered the fire depart- 


ment one new firefighter and four alarm 
operators. Seitz said he would provide 
city officials with more facts and figures 
supporting Corey's original manpower 
requests. 


ALD. ROBERT HINDE (4th), head of 


the council's finance committee said, 
however, Des Plaines is part of a mutual 
aid agreement with other towns for 
emergency services. "If there was a fire 
at the Beau Drive apartment buildings or 
at Universal Oil Products, Mount Pros- 
pect or Park Ridge fire departments 
could man our stations so our people 
could light the fire. 


"Also," said Hinde, "we haven't in- 


vestigated the importance of the men in 
the fire prevention bureau — they're 
trained firefighters." 
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THE YOUTHS told the officer

Boards and fish bowls-were a common 
sight on tavern counters, and there was 
even a pinball machine at a hamburger 
joint near the center of town.

from or who was pocketing the profits, 
the city passed the present gambling or- 
dinance. 


The ordinance also bans lotteries, raf- 


fles and drawings as well as prohibiting 
betting on card games, dice, checks or 
billiards. 


"We don't allow it but that doesn't 


mean somebody doesn't do it," said Beh- 
rel. "What am I going to do if a church 
holds a Las Vegas night and I don't know 
about it." 


BEHREL SAID HE is caught between 


his personal feelings about fund-raisers 
that might legally be termed gambling 
and his official position. "I like to believe 
that everybody in this world wants to 
have fun. Do we gamble when we sit 
home and play bridge for a quarter a 
rubber or when we take out the poker 
chips and play nickel and dime?

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Sam Young has had his ups and downs as a freshman legislator in Washington. 


Young makes himself heard as freshman legislator

WASHINGTON - Traditionally, fresh- 


men congressmen are expected to 
be seen and not hard, but that 
didn't cramp the style of Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, R-lOth, last year. 


Although he devoted much of his ener- 


gy to his district's problems — primarily 
shore erosion on Lake Michigan and 
noise pollution from O'Hare Airport — he 
didn't shy away from suggesting ways 
his colleagues could improve the national 
government. 


Young submitted detailed plans on 


shaping the federal budget, reforming 
elections and expanding the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 


He even had a few ideas for improving 


the state government, sending messages 
to Springfield concerning joint federal- 
state income tax collections and no-fault 
auto insurance. 


BUT THERE are bound to be problems 


on any new job, and Young had his share 
of them. 


Twice he had to deny charges by the 


Chicago Sun-Times and nationally syndi- 
cated columnist Jack Anderson that he 
was being an "errand boy" for oil and 
chemical interests that had contributed 
to his 1972 election campaign. 


Young called the charges unfair and 


misleading, insisting that everything he's 
done in Congress was consistent with po- 
sitions that he outlined in his campaign. 


And in October he announced that he 


had an international accounting firm, Ar- 
thur Andersen & Co., review his office 
operation and suggest ways to increase 
its efficiency and services. 


Young vehemently denies this outside 


review was an admission that his office 
wasn't running smoothly. "Many well- 
run organizations and industries period- 
ically undertake such studies," he as- 
serts. 


YOUNG'S BAPTISM on Capitol Hill 


had the added handicap of coming during 
a fiery period of escalating crisis. 


When the 93rd Congress convened last 


year, the major issue was a rather civ- 
ilized dispute over whether the President 
could legally impound funds appro- 
priated by Congress. 


This has moved into the courts where, 


according to the Executive Imponud- 
ment Project at the University of Florida 
Law School, the president has won only 
one of more than 30 cases. 


Since then, however, the issues have 


become more emotional, bruising and 
dangerous, with a direct effect on Young. 


The Watergate scandal has evolved 


into a pending Impeachment battle el a 
President Young has strongly supported 
and defeated. And the energy crisis, 
which legislatively belongs to Young's 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, threatens to disrupt the country's 
lifestyle and economy. 


THUS, YOUNG'S chances for reelec- 


tion in November (he won in 1972 with 
slightly more than SO per cent of the 
vote, will depend on how his constituents 


react to his stand on these issues and his 
service to them. 


They certainly won't be able to com- 


plain that he didn't battle Washington's 
bureaucrats over two of their major irri- 
tants — shore erosion and airplane noise 
pollution. 


Young, whose Interstate and Foreign 


Commerce Committee has jurisdiction 
over 'air transportation, held an ad hoc 
congressional hearing on'aircraft noise 
pollution and abatement in June at Park 
Ridge. Various federal agencies, local of- 
ficials and private citizens testified. 


It was pointed out that decibel levels at 


O'Hare run from 80 to 110 in the airport's 
adjacent areas. According to an Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) study,

eight per cent of people subjected to cu- 
mulative noise levels of 90 decibels suffer 
permanent hearing damage. 


In August, Young announced that he 


was preparing legislation which would 
give the Federal Aviation Agency (FAA) 
authority to set up and enforce oper- 
ational procedures at all airports. The 
FAA has complained that there are gaps 
in its authority which keep it from reduc- 
ing noise. 


BUT IN October, Young found out 


from the EPA that it is not planning to 
propose any new regulations for the FAA 
to enforce in the near future except for 
propeller-drive aircraft. 


Alvin F. Meyer Jr., deputy EPA ad- 


ministrator for noise control, appeared 
at a briefing Young had arranged for 40 
congressmen and staff representatives. 
Meyer said the delay was due to EPA's 
desire to make its case extremely com- 
plete and documented. 


Young warned Meyer that congress- 


men were already dissatisfied with the 
FAA's handling of the problem and ad- 
vised the EPA not to acquire the same 
reputation. Young promised to keep pres- 
suring both agencies for a solution. 


He had more success dealing with the 


problems of Lake Michigan's shoreline 
erosion, which ihe approached primarily 
through legislation by: 


• Introducing a series of eight bills to 


combat 'and study beach erosion and to 
assist property owners facing erosion 
damage. Two of the 'bills have been ap- 
proved by the Water Resources Subcom- 
mittee of the House Committee on Public 
Works. 


• Voting for bills to expand national 


flood insurance to owners of erosion- 


damaged shoreline property and to au- 
thorize low-interest Small Business Ad- 
ministration (SBA) loans for water ero- 
sion property damage. 


• Proposing legislation to authorize a 


$650,000 three-year study by the Army 
Corps of Engineers on possible erosion- 
control measures for Lake Michigan's 
shoreline. 


• Submitting a statement to the House 


Public Works Committee asking it to 
urge Congress to increase the diversion 
of Lake Michigan's water. 


• Co-sponsoring with Reps. Philip M. 


Crane (R-12th) and Robert McClory (R- 
13th) a comprehensive conference on 
shoreline erosion in Illinois. 


• Protesting decisions by the Inter- 


national Lake Superior Board of Control 
to increase Superior's outflow by 80,000 
cubic feet a second in July and 40,000 
cubic feet a second in September. 


YOUNG WAS also careful to keep an 


eye on issues of special interest to his 
constituents. 


For the many commuters in the 10th 


District, he introduced a bill to provide a 
federal income tax deduction for them. 
For the sizeable Jewish community, he 
supported pro-Israeli legislation and 
made a trip there at his own expense. 
And he met with the secretary of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development to expedite 
construction of a $2.4 million Des Plaines 
housing project. 


Additionally, he took pains to let his 


constituents know the wanted to learn 
what was on their minds. 


Young says he made nearly 40 trips 


back to the 10th District and initiated 
two communications programs — One on 
One, a series of public meetings with 
constituents, and Young Dialogue, a two- 
way telephone meeting with high school 
and college classes. 


By no means did Young limit his con- 


gressional activities to strictly district- 
oriented issues. Instead, he used what is 
referred to as the "shotgun approach" — 
concerning himself with a wide spectrum 
of varied issues instead of concentrating 
on a few, similar ones. 
' 


He introduced bills to: 
• Limit federal spending for each fis- 


cal year and create a joint committee on 
the budget for Congress. Some of these 
ideas were incorporated into a bill that 
was passed by the House and is pending 
in the Senate. 


• Simplify and strengthen 
federal 


campaign expenditures law, create an in- 
dependent Federal Elections Commis- 
sion, and limit campaign contributions 
and spending. 


• Relieve small businessmen from fed- 


eral health and safety regulations which 
he considers superfluous. 


• Eliminate the exemption of hospital- 


labor negotiations from the Taft-Hartley 
Act. This would subject disputes to such 
provisions as cooling-off periods and fed- 
eral mediation. 


• Raise the amount of outside income 


Social Security recipients can earn. 


• Channel first-time offenders of feder- 


al antimarijuana laws into counseling 
and treatment programs instead of jail. 


THE 
TROUBLE 
with 
Young in- 


troducing such bills is that they get re- 
ferred to committees such as Appropria- 
tions, Ways and Means, Education and 
Labor, not to Young's Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee. Although he 
can appear before the other committees, 
he can't continue to work on the bills. 


Consequently, some congressmen shun 


the shotgun approach as a waste of time. 
But others argue that if they have a good 
idea they should make it available to the 
proper committee. The shotgun approach 
also enables a congressman to establish 
a record to show that he at least tried to 
do something even if he didn't succeed. 


He has led fight 
to cut down noise 
at nation's airports 


Probably the most complex bill Young 


introduced was in the jurisdiction of his 
committee. 


Young, a former member of the U.S. 


Securities and Exchange Commission, 
submitted legislation to expand the au- 
thority of the commission and to promote 
the development of a national securities 
market system. 


The bill, which differs hi some respect 


from all other securities legislation pend- - 
ing in Congress, is being studied by the 
commerce and finance subcommittee of 
the Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee. Extensive hearings have 
been held. 


Y o u n g ' s major legislative dis- 


appointment last year came on a bill 
from his committee — the Emergency 
Energy Act. 


THE COMMITTEE worked on the bill 


for more than three weeks, considered 
130 proposed amendments, and guided it 
through three days and two nights of 
floor debate. Debate normally takes only 
a few hours. 


The House finally passed the bill, but it 


went down the drain-when the House-Sen- 
ate conference failed to reconcile differ- 
ences between it and the Senate version. 
The main stumbling point was on ways 
to control windfall profits by oil com- 
panies. 


Young, who says most congressmen fa- 


vor a "properly drawn", excess profits 
tax, was against recessing for Christmas 
until the disute was settled. But by Dec. 
22 both the House and Senate decided to 
adjourn until Jan. 21. 


'Next to the energy crisis, Ihe major 


Issue confronting Young this session will 
be the impeachment of President Nixon. 


Young was one of the President's 


strongest supporters last session. Accord- 
ing to a Congressional Quarterly study of 
the first nine months of 1973, Young sup- 
ported the President on 70 per cent of the 
issues he expressed a position on. Only 
41 of the House's 435 members had • 
higher rating. 


Five times the President vetoed bills 


he thought spent too much money too in- 
efficiently. Young voted to sustain the 
President's veto each time. 


ONE OF THOSE bills was a three-year 


program to develop 100 health mainte- 
nance organizations (HMOs) that offer 
pre-paid medical and health services. 
The President's objection was that the 
bill provided for 'the continued operation 
of eight hospitals 'he felt were unneeded. 


Once the President vetoed the bill, 


Young, a former vice president of the 
American Hospital Supply Corp., in- 
troduced the same bill but deleted the 
provision for the eight hospitals. This 
version passed. 


The only time one of the President's 


nine vetoes was overriden was on the 
War Powers Bill, which enables the 
President to commit U. S. troops to com- 
bat in an emergency for 60 days without 
Congressional approval. If he wants to 
extend the committment, he has to get 
CoBgrress's okay. 


Young helped override this veto, but he 


stressed that 'he was not repudiating 
President Nixon's leadership in foreign 
policy. Young said he was merely defin- 
ing the appropriate responsibilities for 
declaring war. 


When the Watergate scandal broke 


open, Young maintained the President 
was innocent and would be vindicated. 
As time went on, however, and the scan- 
dal began to creep closer to the Oval Of- 
fice, Young grew more noncommittal. 


During the Christmas recess Young 


said his private polls indicated about 45 to 
50 per cent of his constituents would like 
to see Nixon resign, but only about 10 to 
15 per cent favored impeafhmept. 


So Young, a politician by choice and a 


lawyer by training, has decided to play 
for time and future developments. 


ON THE ONE hand, Young'the politi- 


cian echoes the sentiment first expressed 
by Sen. George Aiken (R-Vt.) — "It's 
time to impeach the President or get off 
his back." 


But Young the lawyer doesn't seem to 


be in such a big rush. "I reserve any 
judgment, for or against impeachment, 
until the matter is fully presented and 
debated in the House of Representa- 
tives." 


That's probably not going to happen 


until late April or early May. Most House 
members, Democrats as well as Republi- 
cans, aren't looking forward to ft. No 
matter what they do, they're going to 
make some enemies during an election 
year. 


And, if you only won by a few votes in 


the last election like Young did, tint's 
the last thing in the world you want to 
do.

Suburban League, with 15 schools al- 
ready inside the hangar, might never hit 
the runway. A 16th team will be found 
and it'll split into two, distinct eight-team 
conferences. 


Will that 16th member be a second 


Evanston High School? 


Whatever the rumors, Evanston and 


New Trier Bust plus Waukegans East 
and West (yet unopened) were added to 
the CSL rosier, effective September, 
1OTS. That ISA action became final on 
Tuesday. 


A fan's treat? Throw Maine South in 


with the new trio and its basketball ex- 
citement galore? "Maybe it will be; 
maybe it'll be dull," says New Trier 
East's John Schneiter. 


Generally, CSL basketball coaches are 


withholding judgment on Tuesday's ISA 
action. They're concerned about division- 
al alignment. Will it be by enrollment or 
geographies? Or both' 


Schneiter. whose New Trier East In- 


dians were Class AA basketball state 
runner-ups last season, is more adamant. 
He never wanted any realignment. 


"Since it's gonna happen, I'm going to 


Adjust but 1 hate to see the Suburban 
breakup," 
Schneiter said Wednesday 


morning. They had a poll over here and I 
was the only coach against breaking up 
the league. 


"The Suburban League Is the best bas- 


ketball conference In the stale," he in- 
sisled. "1 don't know about fencing and 
some of those other sports. I don't think 
they've even got any water in the pool at 
Proviso East. But just for basketball, It's 
the best." 


The shuffling suburbs . .. girls' sports 
. . . state football playoffs . . . traffic 
congestion . the money crisis . . the 
gas crisis ... ail contributed to an ISA 
decision to disband the 46-year old Subur- 
ban League. 


But is this the final realignment many 


coaches have requested? Or is it just a 


stepping stone to something smaller and

Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
55 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts," 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on ard above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the 
announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

They deal in seconds and in exactness 


at a time of alarm and emergency. The 
person on the other end of the telephone 
is often hysterical; and yet the Elk 
Grove Fire Department alarm room op-* 
erator answering the call for help must 
remain cool. 


"You need to be cool and collected; I'd 


call it a very important ability in per- 
forming my job," said Elk Grove Village 
alarm operator Sherrill Eckersley. 


Miss Eckersley, working from the Elk 


Grove Village's Fire Department alarm 
room, is the main line of commu- 
nications between people calling for help 
and the fire department, and ambulance 
service equipment and'men. 


WHEN A PANIC-STRICKEN resident 


calls the emergency fire or ambulance 
number, 439-2121, she answers. 


"We can receive alarm alerts in many 


different ways," she said. 


"The quickest is an emergency line di- 


rect ring; someone calling the emergen- 


cy number directly to report a fire or 
request an ambulance. An alarm system 
alert tips us off to a fire that could be 
starting in any one of the businesses and 
plants that hook into our department 
alert controls. 


Some fire or accident reports are made 


by people who walk up to our windows 
and tell us of a problem, and some 
alarms come in on the business tele- 
phone number," said the operator. 


"An alert can come in through any 


means and the most important thing is to 


get the address quickly and clearly from 
the caller," said Miss Eckersley. 


THE ELK GROVE Village alarm room 


is a far cry from the usual alarm facility 
in suburban areas of comparable size. In 
most departments a typewriter, tele- 
phone and card file are the total equip- 
ment. 


"Perhaps it sounds like bragging, but 


our Elk Grove facility is an example, na-

and Hillcrest were donated by F and S 
Construction, now known as Hoffman- 
Rosner, and Campanelli Bros. Builders. 


EUGENE HALTERMAN, principal of 


Twinbrook School, said his main concern 
is the poorly lighted spots in the class- 
rooms. Girders and water pipes can be 
seen in plain view equally spaced across 
the ceilings. A dropped ceiling would im- 
prove lighting and appearances. 


The eight-classroom school, which also 


has several mobile units, was built in 
1956. 


Halterman pointed out the racks of ta- 


bles and chairs along the sidelines of the 
gym floor pose dangerous obstructions to 
children in physical education exercises. 
An addition would include washrooms, 
storage area and classrooms. 


The oil-burning furnace would be con- 


verted to natural gas. Halterman said 
there are leaky pipes in the washrooms, 
an inadequate supply of bookshelves and 
the nurse's office is barely big enough 
for two people. 


MARVIN HUSBY, principal of Hoff- 


man School, said when a movie is being 
shown and a tape recorder plugged in at 
the same time, the electrical system be- 
comes overloaded and blows a circuit. 


Thermoststs for the addition to the 


o r i g i n a l structure are desperately 
needed, he said. In the string of class- 
rooms connected by a heating system, 
the middle ones are chilly when the end 
ones are normal. 


Flooding situations in the multi-pur- 


pose room and some classrooms would 
be eliminated under the project. The roof 
would be resurfaced, the outside land- 
scaped, a unified heating system for the 
old section of the building and new doors 
and cabinets would be installed. 


The paint on the outside of Blaekhawk 


School is peeling, and officials hope to 
stain wood portions. Principal Roy Bro- 
derson said acoustics are bad in class- 
rooms which are oddly shaped because 
of the round building. Children's voices 
are amplified. Carpeting and acoustic 
tiles would eliminate the problem, he 
said. 
The upper windows of the classroom ma- 
gnify the sun's rays and. the classrooms 
can become insufferably hot, he added. 
The temperature in one end of the hall- 
way sometimes hits 100 degrees, he said. 


A MAIN IMPROVEMENT for Black- 


hawk School would be a $100,000 gymna- 
sium. The present gym is round, and 
playing basketball in it is difficult be- 
cause of low hanging wooden eaves. 


When more than 15 children are play- 


ing in the gym at one time, the noise 
level is intolerable, Broderson said, 


The office facilities are desperately in 


need of expansion, according to Broder- 
son. The mimeograph area is stuffed into 
an already overcrowded paper storage 
room, and the nurse's office is merely a 
curtained section in the secretary's of- 
fice. When a child is sick the curtains 
are drawn and a cot unfolded, leaving 
little room for a person to walk through 
the room to the principal's office. Ex- 
pansion would be into nearby class- 
rooms, he said. 


All the other schools have similar prob- 


lems, said Milt Derr, assistant superin- 
tendent. The buildings were not built to 
be functional, and the school district did 
not have the money to improve condi- 
tions, he said. 


Confusion halts hearing 
for Imperial Inventors 


Confusion led to postponement yester- 


day of the testimony in a hearing to de- 
termine whether the Des Plaines-based 
Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
should be allowed to operate in Illinois. 


The hearing, before Circuit Court 


Judge Francis Delaney, was continued to 
this morning as attorneys argued over 
the groundrules surrounding the proceed- 
ings. While the two sides debated in an 
adjoining conference room, Judge Dela- 
ney scheduled another hearing for later 
yesterday afternoon, thus calling off the 
Imperial case. 


The Illinois Atty. General's office is 


seeking a court order to put Imperial out 
of business, charging the company is de- 
frauding and deceiving clients whose in- 
ventions Imperial promises to develop 
and market. 


Its case was based, in part, on a Her- 


ald Investigation by two reporters, in- 
cluding Steve Brown. Brown was sched- 
uled to be the first witness but was un- 
available yesterday because he is a 
member of one of the Illinois National 
Guard units activated by Gov. Daniel 
Walker during the truckers' strike. 


IN ADDITION to preventing Imperial, 


2230 E. Devon Ave., from conducting 
business in Illinois, the state wants the 
firm to repay clients who were allegedly 
bilked by the company's 
marketing 


scheme. 


"Imperial had caused ii 


damage to the people of Illinois," 
Asst. Attorney General Peter Kil- 
chenmann said yesterday. He added that 
hundreds of persons, in Illinois and other 
states, were victims of the company.

the testimony of some 20 witnesses the 
state was to present and the status of a 
federal court trial in which officials of.

phisticated of equipment," said Miss

At the same time, tape recordings of

"It's difficult to tell in what order we 


do things because many things are done 
simultaneously," she added. As soon as 
the responding station is selected, equip- 
ment is dispatched. 


"When we are on emergency, the only 


talking I do is in answer to an alarm or 
communications between equipment and 


our room," she said. 


"A status board tells the story of the 


alarm to authorized personnel who need 
to know what is going on," she added. 


MISS ECKERSLEY explained that 


each piece of equipment in all the vil- 
lage's three stations are numbered. I 
track all equipment out on call and I lo- 
cate each piece of equipment on the stat- 
us board by means of a light location 
system," she explained.

Four of six indicted plan 
to plead innocent today

At least four of six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent In U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300.000 from several developers and 
from Wiekes Inc. in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 
vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 


Stavros, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government; William Bieber, Wheeling 
director of building and zoning'; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
and William Hart, a former Wheeling 
trustee. 


Attorneys for Wheeling Environmental 


Commission chairman Michael Valenza 
and county zoning board member Ira 
Colitz could not be reached yesterday for 


Stavros9 attorney charges 
news coverage 'prejudicial'

The attorney for James Stavros, in- 


dicted former Wheeling Township Demo- 
cratic committeeman, yesterday accused 
U.S. Ally. James Thompson of prej- 
udicial pre-trial conduct and called for 
dismissal of federal charges against his 
client. 


The attorney, Joel Murray, said news 


coverage of Stavros' Indictment and ar- 
rest Jan. 31 will make it impossible for 
Stavros to receive a fair trial. 


In separate motions filed before two of 


the judges that will hear the governments 
cases against Stavros, Murray asked for 
a hearing to establish his charge of mis- 
conduct against the U.S. Attorney. 


Thompson "willfully released informa- 


tion and opinions about the significance 
of the case, about the defendants and 
•bout the strengths of the government's 
cases." Murray said in the pre-arraign- 
ment motions. 


STAVROS AND FIVE other defendants 


are scheduled to be arraigned this morn- 
ing on charges contained in six in- 
dictments returned by a special federal 
grand jury. 


Murray said Thompson's "massive 


press conference" announcing the in- 
dictments resulted in newspaper and 
broadcast reports that saturated the pub- 
lic and reached prospective trial jurors. 


The result is "that it is now impossible 


to empanel 12 impartial jurors who have 
not been deluged by massive pretrial 
publicity." Murray said Stavros will not 
seek a continuance or a change of trial 
location, saying both would be "repug- 
nant to the defendant's constitutional 
right to a fair trial." 


Stavros is charged with a total of 10 


counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
three separate indictments. He is ac- 
cused of shaking down developers for 
money and other valuables worth in ex- 
cess of 8100,000 in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval and other favors. 


ALSO INDICTED by the federal grand 


jury were William Bieber, Wheeling di- 
rector of building and zoning, who is ac- 
cused of 14 counts of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false tax 
return. 


Also named in the indictments were 


Michael Valenza, former trustee and 
head of the village environmental com- 
mission, charged with one count each of 
extortion and conspiracy; William Hart, 
former trustee charged with one count of 
conspiracy to commit extortion; Nicholas 
Phillips, a county zoning board employe 
and Stavros cousin charged with ex- 
tortion; and Ira Colitz, a county zoning 
board member charged with extortion. 


Attorneys for Stavros, Bieber, Phillips 


and Hart yesterday said their clients will 
plead innocent at the arraignments to- 
day. Lawyers representing Valenza and 
Colitz could not be reached for comment. 


In his motions, Murray listed news- 


papers, broadcast media and wire ser- 
vices that carried stories on the in- 
dictments. He singled out The Herald, 
charging it was given advance informa- 
tion on the indictments and arrests. 


HE ALSO CHARGED that Herald 


newsmen were invited by Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents to witness 
Stavros' arrest and that the newspaper 
published grand jury testimony. 


Herald Editor and Publisher Charles 


E. Hayes said yesterday: 


"The Herald has been deeply involved 


in its own investigation of Wheeling af- 
fairs for some time. 


"At no time did agents of the federal 


government invite Herald staff members 
to accompany them for any purpose. 


"The Herald acquired information us- 


ing standard news practices which do not 
rely on federal offices as the sole source 
for news stories. 


"Grand jury testimony published by 


The Herald was released at the time of 
the indictments and is part of the public 
record," Hayes said.

All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10 a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 
. 


Carbonaro said it is unclear from the 


indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50,000 
from Wiekes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval. 


"There is no indication in the in- 


dictment as to what part in the in- 
dictment Mr. Phillips took," Carbonaro 
said. "The indictment is pretty bare, he's 
not even in that area. They've got the 
wrong man, whatever they've got." 


CARBONARO SAID that the charges 


against Phillips may be a result of his 
client being Stavros' cousin. "He hap- 
pens to be Mr. Stavros' cousin so I guess 
it's the old corruption by blood," he said. 


Bieber is also planning to plead in- 


nocent to all 15 charges of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false in- 
come tax return, according to his attor- 
ney David Schippers. 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 
that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't," he 
said. 


Hart's attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, 'however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


jury last week are six separate cases 
and the indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different judges. Trial dates 
will be set later.

Nude bather in Rolling Meadows 
Suburbs get Picasso original

An original Pablo Picasso sculpture 


that will depict a nude female sunbather 
will be built in the $30 million Gould Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows, 


The sculpture, known as The Bather, 


will be built in the center of the com- 
pany's office-sports complex now under 
construction on Golf Road near the 
Northwest Tollway. The structure is to 
be a 30-foot high engraved concrete work 
which will face Golf Road, Gould spokes- 
men said yesterday. 


Construction on the structure will prob- 


ably begin in May and will 'be completed 
this year, spokesmen said. Completion of 
the entire center is expected in 1975. 


Gould officials have declined to release 


the purchase price for rights to the work. 
v GOULD INC., a manufacturer of elec- 
tronic and automotive components, has 
retained Norwegian artist Carl Nesjar to 
supervise construction of the sculpture. 


The Herald had reported exclusively in 


May that the company was negotiating 
with the late Spanish artist to obtain 
rights to an original work. However, with 
the death of the 91-year-old master in 
April, 1973, officials feared chances of 
getting a work had been greatly dimin- 
ished. 


Gould officials said yesterday 
The 


Bather was originally to have been built 
on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum 
near Copenhagen, Denmark. The mu- 
seum's director, K. W. Jensen, sub- 
sequently turned its rights over to Gould. 


The sculpture will be the second public 


Picasso original in the Chicago area. The 
other is the Civic Center Picasso located 
in downtown Chicago. Only sixteen other 
Picasso sculptures and several murals of 
concrete design are located throughout 
the world, according to Gould. 


THE BATHER was designed by Pi- 


casso in 1962. Nesjar has collaborated 
with Picasso since 1956 in the construc- 
tion of the sculptures in a special engrav- 
ing technique. The late master gave Nes- 
jar the sole rights to execute the building 
process oh reproductions of his work. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer said yesterday 


he thinks 'the community will react fa- 
vorably to the sculpture. 


"If it's art in good taste, I don't think 


anyone would object to it," Meyer said. 


Chamber of Commerce Director Harry 


O'Brien said the work will be a valuable 
art addition to the suburbs. 


"It's a Picasso and if it's a tastefully- 


done nude, it's art and I don't think it 
will be objected to," O'Brien said. 


"We are proud to have such a magnifi- 


cent sculpture by one of jthe world's 
greatest artists," Gould Pres. William T. 
Ylvisaker said in announcing the Picasso 
acquisition yesterday;-"It will provide an 
important cultural influence at the Gould 
Center. 


"Art is a functional contribution to a 


'productive and pleasant environment. 
We envision the center as a complete 
cultural and creative environment for 
employes, visitors and our neighbors in 
the community," he said. 


THE SCULPTURE will be located in 


the center of the complex near a reflec- 
ting pond. It will be surrounded by land- 
scaped lawns and floral beds, Gould 
spokesmen said. 


Negotiations for the acquisition of the 


sculpture began in September of 1972. 
The Herald reported in May that com- 
pany officials made at least two trips to 
Europe to discuss purchasing the rights 
to a work for the center. 


The original negotiations apparently in- 


volved purchase of rights to a statue de- 
picting a soccer player. The statue would 
have been a 40-foot structure, officials 
had said. 


Gould officials had sought to keep the 


negotiations secret at the request of Pi- 
casso. When the world reknown artist 
died in April, 1973, Gould officials told 
The Herald negotiations would continue 
with heirs to the Picasso estate.

Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
33 m.p.h. limit*. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic, in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
•Washington.: 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the announcement of 
an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks 'began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have.the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

Library board considers 
increased hours, service 


Longer hours and extension of service 


into Palatine Township are under consid- 
eration by the Schaumburg Township 
Public Library Board. 


Board members are examining a pro- 


posal which would keep the library open 
to 10 weeknights, though a definite deci- 
sion is not expected immediately, said 
Michael Madden, chief librarian. The li- 
brary now closes at 9 p.m. weekdays and 
opens Sunday between 1 and 5 p.m. 


"Though our budget provides for ex- 


tended hours, there are a number of oth- 
er considerations involved, mainly in the 
areas of maintenance and staff," Mad- 
den explained. 


Evening library staff personnel work 


part time and many of them work every 
night, he said. "In this case we would be 
extending their work period by five 
hours," he said. 


MADDEN BELIEVES other alterna- 


tives should be viewed in considering ex- 
tended hours and has suggested keeping 
the facility open to 10 p.m. one night per 
week, or "night owl" service, where the 
building would remain open until mid- 
night once weekly. 


"We have seen some changes in the 


pattern of hours that people are using 
the library," he said, explaining some 
evenings are not as busy as in the past. 


"We are also noticing that people tend 


to come in larger groups lately, that is, 
entire families, or neighbors who are car 
pooling to the library probably because 
of the energy crisis," he explained. 


Before any decision is made, staff 


hearings will be held to determine atti- 
tudes within the library, he said. 


THE LIBRARY board also is review- 


ing decisions made several years ago 
concerning service extension to southern 
parts of Palatine Township areas, not 
presently served by a library, he said. 


"We decided against' going into out- 


lying areas three years ago, but the 
board believes it is time to have at least 
another look now because: of the devel- 
opment in Winston Knolls and Inter- 
national Village," Madden said. 


Madden said the board has now begun 


to formulate long range goals and is 
planning a community research program 
to help forecast future patterns of library 
use. 


Village Mgr. James Bennett recommend- 
ed three firemen. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT is the only 


village department expected to receive 
funding for additional personnel in 1974- 
75. The hiring of the firemen is con- 
sistent with the village's policy of gradu- 
ally converting from a Volunteer to a 
fulltime fire department. The proposed 
budget recommends funding for 27 volun- 
teer firemen. 


A request from the firemen to alleviate 


the $500 discrepancy between the start- 
ing salaries of firemen and policemen is 
also expected to be considered at the 
budget review. Village Pres. Wendell E. 
Jones has indicated he will recommend 
alleviating the inequity.

Helms has requested a $284,961 oper-

The Herald had reported exclusively in 


May that the 'company was negotiating 
with the late Spanish artist to obtain 
rights to an original work. However, with 
the death of the 91-year-old master in 
April, 1973, officials feared chances of 
getting a work had been greatly dimin- 
ished. 


Gould officials said yesterday The 


Bather was originally to have been built 
on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum 
near Copenhagen, Denmark. The. mu- 
seum's director, K. W. Jensen, sub- 
sequently turned its rights over to Gould. 


The sculpture will be the second public 


Picasso original in the Chicago area. The 
other is the Civic Center Picasso located 
in downtown; Chicago. Only sixteen other 
Picasso sculptures and several murals of 
concrete design are located throughout 
the world, according to Gould. 


THE BATHER was designed by Pi- 


casso in 1962. Nesjar has collaborated 
with Picasso since -1956 in the construc- 
tion of the sculptures in a special engrav- 
. ing technique. The late master gave Nes- 
jar the sole rights to execute the building 
process on reproductions of his work. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer said yesterday 


he thinks the community will react fa- 
vorably to the sculpture. 


"If it's art in good taste, I don't think 


anyone would object to it," Meyer said. 


Chamber of Commerce Director Harry 


O'Brien said the work will be a valuable 
art addition to the suburbs. 


"It's a Picasso ami if it's a tastefully- 


done nude, it's art and. I don't think it 
will be objected to," O'Brien said. 


"We are proud to have such a magnifi- 


cent sculpture by one of the world's 
greatest artists," Gould Pres. William T. 
Ylvlsaker said in announcing the Picasso 
acquisition yesterday.-"It will provide an 


important cultural influence at the Gould 
Center. 


"Art is a functional contribution to a 


productive and pleasant environment. 
We envision the center as a complete 
cultural and creative environment for 
employes, visitors and our neighbors in 
the community," he said. 


THE SCULPTURE will be located in 


the center of the complex near a reflec- 
ting pond. It will be surrounded by land- 
scaped lawns and floral beds, Gould 
spokesmen said. 


Negotiations for the acquisition of the 


sculpture began in September of 1972. 
The Herald reported in: May that com- 
pany officials made at least two trips to 
Europe to discuss purchasing the rights 
to a work for the center.

The original negotiations apparently in- 


volved purchase of rights to a statue de- 
picting a soccer player. The statue would 
have been a 40-foot structure, -officials 
had said.

Gould officials had sought to keep the 


negotiations secret at the request of Pi- 
casso.

Judge Delaney that one of the defendants 
hired a new lawyer who needed time to 
review the charges and asked for a con- 
tinuance until the federal trial is over, 
the judge replied: 


"The continuances are all over as of 


right now. I don't like this changing of 
lawyers. I don't like it and it will stop 
right now. If it (the testimony) affects 
these people I'll stop it. I'll protect them 
the best I can." 


However, Judge Delaney assured de- 


fense attorneys, "I don't want to be 
Mickey the Mope and get anybody found 
guilty because of the proceedings here." 


Four indicted officials say 
they will plead 'not guilty9

At least four of six present and'former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent in U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300,000 from several developers and 
from Wickes Inc. in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 
vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 
Stavros, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government; William Bieber, Wheeling 
director of building and zoning; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
and William Hart, a former Wheeling 
trustee. 


Attorneys for Wheeling Environmental 


Commission chairman Michael Valenza 
and county zoning board member Ira 
Colitz could not be reached yesterday for 
comment. 


All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 


Carbonaro said It is unclear from the 


indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50,000 
from Wickes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval. 


"There is no indication in the in- 


dictment as to what part in the in- 
dictment Mr. Phillips took," Carbonaro 
said. "The indictment is pretty bare, he's 
not even in that area. They've got the 
wrong man, whatever they've got." 


CARBONARO SAID that the charges 


against Phillips may be a result of his 
client being Stavros' cousin. "He hap- 
pens to be Mr. Stavros' cousin so I guess 
it's the old corruption by blood," he said. 


Bieber is also planning to plead in- 


nocent to all 15 charges of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false in- 
come tax return, according to his attor- 
ney David Schippers. 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 
that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't," he 
said.

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Hart's, attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


jury last week are six separate cases 
and the indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different Judges. Trial dates 
win be set later.

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Truckers are spUt on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday In Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices, 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
Si m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected It. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed, I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food orices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida

Nude female sculpture by famed Spanish artist 


earmarked for $30 million Gould Center here

An original Pablo Picasso sculpture 


that will depict a nude female sunbather 
will be built in the $30 million Gould Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows. 


The sculpture, known as The Bather, 


will be built in the center of the com- 
pany's office-sports complex now under 
construction on Golf Road near the 
Northwest Tollway. The structure is to 
be a 30-foot high engraved concrete work 
which will face Golf Road, Gould spokes- 
men said yesterday. 


Construction on the structure will prob- 


ably begin in May and will be completed 
this year, spokesmen said. Completion of 
the entire center is expected in 1975.

The late master gave Nes- 
jar the sole rights to execute the building 
process on reproductions of his work.

12.7% hike for firefighters, 16.7% for officers 
Firemen to ask city for pay increases 


Rolling Meadows firemen will ask the 


city for salary increases of 12.7 per cent 
for firefighters and 16.7 per cent for fire 
officers. 


The requests would mean an increase 


from $10,645 annual pay for the lowest 
fireman to about $11,997. And fire offi- 
cers' pay would Increase from $14,492 to 
$16,912. 


The department's 18'firemen also will 


request fringe benefits including three 
weeks' paid vacation after five years of 
service; incentive pay for paramedics, 
and holiday day-off compensaion. 


In addition, the department's 28 volun- 


teer firemen will ask for pay increases 
for the first hour of service to $8.80 in- 
stead of the present '$4.40. Subsequent 
hours would be paid at $4.40 per hour, 
with a minimum payment of one full 
hour. 


The proposals were presented to the 


Rolling Meadows City Council's fire com- 
mittee last night for consideration in the 
upcoming budget. Committee members 
will send the request to the city council 
along with recommendations on accept- 
ance of the proposals. 


THE PROPOSALS for salary and 


benefits for the full-time firemen were 
based on a survey of the area commu- 
nities, according to fireman William 
Schmidt. According to the survey, city 
firemen rank ninth of the ten towns in 


Schmidt said the 12.7 per cent and 16.7 


per cent requested increases would bring 
the department to an average salary 
ranking in the area. 


In addition, the firemen have asked for 


a 5 per cent pay Increase for para- 
medics. The department currently has 12

Confusion halts hearing 
for Imperial Inventors 


Confusion led to postponement yester- 


day of the testimony in a hearing to de- 
termine whether the Des Plaines-based 
Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
should be allowed to operate in Illinois. 


The hearing, before Circuit Court 


Judge Francis Delaney, was continued to 
this morning as attorneys argued over 
the groundrules surrounding the proceed- 
ings.

The Illinois Atty. General's office is

Its case was based, in part, on a Her- 


ald Investigation by two reporters, in- 
cluding Steve Brown. Brown was sched- 
uled to be the first witness but was un- 
available yesterday because he is a 
member of one of the Illinois National 
Guard units activated by Gov. Daniel

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Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to • 
55 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


Industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time*last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs w.ould mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida.

INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing.

• The Federal Energy Office said tru-

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Gas by appointment 


Growing customer list points out severity of shortage 


by JOE SWICKARD 


"It rings every 10 seconds. As soon as 


you hang up it starts ringing. The phone 
company's been out here three times to 
see what's wrong. Nothing's wrong; 
people just keep calling for appoint- 
ments," said Don Wilson. 


Wilson has been selling gasoline by ap- 


pointment only for a month at his sta- 
tion, Northwest Marathon, 111. Rte. 68 
and Arlington Heights Road, in Arlington 
Heights and the list keeps growing. 


"Take a look at this and then you tell 


me,how bad it is," he said displaying a 
waiting list for appointments. "We'll 


have appointments for every one on the 
list by Monday after I spend all weekend 
calling them setting up times." 


Wilson said a new wrinkle in the ap- 


pointments has recently shown up — 
companies acting as coordinators for 
their workers. 


"Here's a letter from the principal of a 


junior high school. What are they going 
to do if the teachers can't get gas? Close 
the schools?" 


LARRY WEAVER, principal of Cooper 


Junior High School, was the author of the 
letter to Wilson asking for appointments 
for 50 teachers at his school. 


"Teachers are having a hard time like 


everyone else getting gas. They are ask- 
ing permission to .leave the building dur- 
ing their free periods to buy some. 
They're asking to leave the building ear- 
ly after school," Weaver said. 


He said neither his school, nor the six 


feeder schools, are in danger of closing 
because of teachers being unable to get 
to work. "We're 'trying to coordinate 
something with Don so there won't be a 
problem," Weaver said. 


Teachers aren't the only goup seeking 


help in their purchases. His waiting list

Halterman pointed out the racks of ta-

level is intolerable, Broderson said.

Suburbs get Picasso original

An original Pablo Picasso sculpture 


that will depict a nude female sunbather 
will be built in the $30 million Gould Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows. 


The sculpture, known as The Bather, 


will be built in the center of the com- 
pany's office-sports complex now under 
construction on Golf Road near the 
Northwest Tollway. The structure is to 
be a 30-foot high engraved concrete work 
which will face Golf Road, Gould spokes- 
men said yesterday. 


Construction on the structure will prob- 


ably begin in May and will be completed 
this year, spokesmen said. Completion of 
the entire center is expected in 1975. 


Gould officials have declined to release 


the purchase price for rights to the work. 


GOULD INC., a manufacturer of elec- 


tronic and automotive components, has 
retained Norwegian artist Carl Nesjar to 
supervise construction of the sculpture. 


The Herald had reported exclusively in 


May that the company was negotiating 
with the late Spanish artist to obtain 
rights to an original work. However, with 
the death of the 91-year-old master in 
April, 1973, officials feared chances of 
getting a work had been greatly dimin- 
ished. 


Gould officials said yesterday The 


Bather was originally to have been built 
on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum 
near Copenhagen, Denmark. The mu- 
seum's director, K. W. Jensen, sub- 
sequently turned its rights over to Gould. 


The sculpture will be the second public 


Picasso original in the Chicago area. The 
other is the Civic Center Picasso located 
hi downtown Chicago. Only sixteen other 
Picasso sculptures and several murals of 
concrete design are located throughout 
the world, according to Gould. 


THE BATHER was designed by Pi-

4 indicted 
will plead 
innocent

At least four of six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent in U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300,000 from several developers and 
from Wickes Inc. in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 
vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 
Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township 


Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government: William Bieber, Wheeling 
director of building and zoning; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
and William Hart, a former Wheeling 
trustee. 


Attorneys for Wheeling Environmental 


Commission chairman Michael Valenza 
and county zoning board member Ira 
Colitz could not be reached yesterday for 
comment. 


All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10 a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 


Carbonaro said it is unclear from the 


• indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50,000 
from Wickes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval. 


"There is no indication in the in- 


dictment as to what part in the in- 
dictment Mr. Phillips took," Carbonaro 
said. "The indictment is pretty bare, he's 
not even in that area. They've got the 
wrong man, whatever they've got," 


CARBONARO SAID that the charges 


•gainst Phillips may be a result of his 
client being Stavros' cousin. "He hap- 
pens to be Mr. Stavros' cousin so I guess 
it's the old corruption by blood," he said. 


Bieber is also planning to plead in- 


nocent to all 15 charges of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false in- 
come tax return, according to his attor- 
ney David Schippers, 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 
that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't." he 
•aid. 


Hart's attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


Jury last week are six separate cases 
and the Indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different judges. Trial dates 
will be set later.

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Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and II- 
llnoi» National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
S3 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this, 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald; "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eye's and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on, They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck; convoys- or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 
~ 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to 'tru- 
ckers • on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices. 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

as an entirely new case. 


THE PHIA PETITION had Included a 


portion of Arlington Heights' Patriot 
Park within the incorporation bound- 
aries. The park, located west of Schoen- 
beck Road and south of Palatine Road is 
the subject of pending annexation to 
Arlington Heights. 


Gilligan said that when the PHIA 


asked Arlington Heights for information 
on recent annexations, no information on 
the park site was given to them. 


None of the objectors to the original 


petition yesterday objected in court to its 
withdrawal. PHIA attorney Donald Kre- 
ger told Judge Helen McGillicuddy that 
the petition was being withdrawn be- 
cause it was his understanding the peti- 
tion could not be amended.

for Elmhurst, 


Lincoln Street 


An engineering study is expected to be 


made into plans to install a traffic signal 
at S. Elmhurst Road and Lincoln Street 
in Mount Prospect. 


Village Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten 


said yesterday the fire and police com- 
mittee probably will recommend at the 
Feb. 19 village board meeting that an 
engineering study be undertaken to de- 
termine the feasibility and cost of a sig- 
nal on the Elmhurst Road S-curve. 


The committee met with about a dozen 


residents of the area Wednesday night. 
According to Scholten, three main con- 
cerns were mentioned: 


• Sidewalks would be too close to Elm* 


hurst Road at the curve. 


• Left-hand turns from Elmhurst onto 


Lincoln could be hazardous. 


• The light could be located at Elm- 


hurst and either Pine Street or Sha- 
Bonee Trail instead of Elmhurst and Lin- 
coln. 


IN RESPONSE to the concerns, Schol- 


ten said that the roadway could be 
moved to allow mere room between it 
and the sidewalk; and that left-hand 
turns may be prohibited. The light could 
not be installed at either Pine or Sha- 
Bonee because traffic counts there did 
not warrant a signal. In addition, visibil- 
ity at those intersections is blocked by 
the curvature in the road. 


Scholten, acting chairman of the fire 


and police committee while Trustee 
George B. Anderson, the chairman, was 
out of town, said it is "my personal feel- 
ing that the light will help the situation. 
It can do nothing but help the situation 
down there." 


The area is heavily populated by chil- 


dren en route to nearby Lincoln Junior 
High School, St. Raymond's Catholic 
School and Lions Park Recreation Cen- 
ter. 


The proposed traffic signal would re- 


main green for Elmhurst Road traffic 
except when activated by a pedestrian or 
by 'an approaching vehicle on Lincoln' 
Street. Lincoln would be realigned to job 
with Elmhurst Avenue before converging 
on Elmhurst Road. 


Village officials are hoping the signal 


can be installed by the beginning of the 
fall school semester in September. Esti- 
mated cost of the signal is $100,000.

Elementary School Dist. 21 officials 


apparently have changed their minds 
and no longer are concerned that new 
additions to the district's three junior 
high schools will not be completed by 
September as scheduled. 


Two months ago, Dist. 21 Supt. Ken- 


neth Gill expressed concern that heavy 
snows and bad weather would make it 
impossible to finish the new additions be- 
fore the start of the next school year. 


Assistant Supt. John Barger said yes- 


terday, however, he has had no in- 
dication from contractors that they will 
be unable to meet the fall deadline. 


Barger said there is apparently suf- 


ficient time to complete the additions on 
schedule. 


"Just as an example, Field School was 


started in March and we moved in in 
September," Barger said. "These addi- 
tions are not that big a job. We're not 
concerned about the stage of construc- 
tion at this time." 


THE S1.8 MILLION additions are to 


provide extra classrooms besides accom-

Each mother has a yellow bucket 


(which is kept in Mrs. Huff's room) with 
special materials needed to help the stu- 
dents. Thus, the name for the group be- 
came obvious. 


"Learning for some children is made 


more difficult because of lags in the de- 
velopment of one or more of the central 
nervous order processes which control 
the ability of a child to acquire academic 
skills," Mrs. Huff said. "The bucket bri- 
gade has been organized to help these 
children on an individual basis in the 
areas in which they are experiencing dif- 
ficulty." 


MRS. HUFF said it is the "one-to-one 


relationship" which the. mothers have 
with the children that makes the pro- 
gram successful. Many times individual 
attention to a child's problem is the key 
to helping learning disabilities, 
she 


added. 


For example, if a child has an atten- 


tion problem it can be improved simply 
by reducing or altering the task which 
faces him. Therefore, by shortening a 
project or making it less difficult, a 
child's attention can be held, Mrs. Huff 
said. 


The mothers are also urged to use 


words of praise and encouragement with 
the children to increase their motivation 
to learn. 


ONE OF THE most important tools in 


the mother's bucket is a deck of alphabe- 
tical cards. Using the cards, a mother 
can teach a child to recognize and write 
the alphabet and learn sounds of single 
letters and combinations, Mrs. Huff said. 


The learning progression moves from 


the alphabet to the use of cards with 
words and pictures. The children also 
have checklists of their own to watch 
their progress in learning the alphabet, 
reading and auditory discrimination or 
r e c o g n i z i n g the difference between 
sounds. 


The bucket brigade, which began in 


October, includes nine volunteer mothers 
who work with 17 primary aged students. 
The mothers spend half an hour each 
week with each child in Mrs. Huff's 
classroom. In addition, the mothers meet 
as a group once a month with Mrs. Huff 
to plan new activities to include in their 
buckets. 


"The program has been very success- 


ful because the mothers have been 
great," Mrs. Huff said.

23 wrapup 
Schools cut use 
of NEC computer 


Prospect Heights Elementary Dlst. 23 has voted not to par- 


ticipate in the-Northwest Educational Cooperative's data pro- 
cessing program for 1974-75. 


The board decided Wednesday to pull out of the program 


because of the increased cost which it would be assessed for 
services next year. Minimum cost estimates for receiving 
payroll and scheduling services next year were placed at 
$12,720. The same services this year cost the district $5,500. 


The decision does not mean the district has pulled out of 


NEC completely. The resolution to discontinue using the data 
processing service was approved with the stipulation that the 
district would review the matter at the end of the term and 
could vote to rejoin the program the following year. 


The costs for program services are going up because of a 


change in the system for charging districts. Instead of basing 
costs on assessed valuation of a district, the rate will be 
based on usage. 


The change will increase the cost of computer services for 


the seven elementary schools In the NEC while decreasing 
the cost for Dist. 214. 


Dist. 23 will still be obligated to pay a contingency liability 


fee of $1,400 to the NEC as its portion of the leasing fee for 
the computer since the district is still an NEC member. 


Business Mgr. James Hendren will be investigating alterna- 


tive computer service programs to do the district's sched- 
uling for the coming term. Lewis College has said it could do 
the district's scheduling for a cost of approximately $1,400, 
according to Hendren. 


Payroll work, which administrators say is not complicated, 


will be done manually. 


Dist. 23 is the first NEC member to pull out of the data 


processing program. Districts 57, 59 and 21 have voted to 
remain in the program next year. 
Pact talks open Feb. 21 


Contract negotiations between teachers and the Dist. 23 


school board will begin Feb. 21 with an informal session to 
exchange groundrules. Formal talks will begin Feb. 26 when 
groundrules for negotiation are set. 


Negotiations with custodial workers will get under way after 


March 15. 


Stavros9 attorney charges 
neivs coverage 'prejudicial*

The attorney for James Stavros, In- 


dicted former Wheeling Township Demo- 
cratic committeeman, yesterday accused 
U.S. Atty. James Thompson of prej- 
udicial pre-trial conduct and called for 
dismissal of federal charges against his 
client. 


The attorney, Joel Murray, said news 


coverage of Stavros' indictment and ar- 
rest Jan. 31 will make it impossible for 
Stavros to receive a fair trial. 


In separate motions filed before two of 


the judges that will hear the governments 
cases against Stavros, Murray asked for 
a hearing to establish his charge of mis- 
conduct against the U.S. Attorney. 


Thompson "willfully released informa- 


tion and opinions about the significance 
of the case, about the defendants and 
about the strengths of the government's 
cases," Murray said In the pre-arraign- 
ment motions. 


STAVROS AND FIVE other defendants 


are scheduled to be arraigned this morn- 
Ing on charges contained in six in- 
dictments returned by a special federal 
grand jury. 


Murray said Thompson's "massive 


press conference" announcing the in- 
dictments resulted in newspaper and 
broadcast reports that saturated the pub- 
lic and reached prospective trial jurors. 


The result is "that it is now impossible 


to empanel 12 impartial jurors who have 
not been deluged by massive pretrial 
publicity." Murray said Stavros will not 
seek a continuance or a change of trial 
location, saying both would be "repug- 
nant to the defendant's constitutional 
right to a fair trial." 


Stavros is charged with a total of 10 


counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
three separate indictments. He is ac- 
cused of shaking down developers for 
money and other valuables worth in ex- 


cess of $100,000 in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval and other favors. 


ALSO INDICTED by the federal grand 


jury were William Bieber, Wheeling di- 
rector of building and zoning, who is ac- 
cused of 14 counts of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false tax 
return. 


Also named in the indictments were 


Michael Valenza, former trustee and 
head of the village environmental com- 
mission, charged with one count each of 
extortion and conspiracy; William Hart, 
former trustee charged with one count of 
conspiracy to commit extortion; Nicholas 
Phillips, a county zoning board employe 
and Stavros cousin charged -with ex- 
tortion; and Ira Colitz, a county zoning 
board member charged with extortion. 


Attorneys for Stavros, Bieber, Phillips 


and Hart yesterday said then- clients will 
plead innocent at the arraignments to- 
day. Lawyers representing Valenza and 
Colitz could not be reached for comment. 


In his motions, Murray listed news- 


papers, broadcast media and wire ser- 
vices that carried stories on the in- 
dictments. He singled out The Herald, 
charging it was given advance informa- 
tion on the indictments and arrests. 


HE ALSO CHARGED that Herald 


newsmen were invited by Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents to witness 
Stavros' arrest and that'the newspaper 
published grand jury testimony. 


Herald Editor and. Publisher Charles 


E. Hayes said yesterday: 


"The Herald has been deeply involved 


in its own investigation of Wheeling af- 
fairs for some time. 


"At no time did agents of the federal 


government invite Herald staff members 
to accompany them for any purpose. 


"The Herald acquired Information us- 


ing standard news practices which do not 
rely on federal offices as the sole source 
for news stories.

4 indicted 
will plead 
innocent

At least four of six present and former 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury last week 
plan to plead innocent in U.S. District 
Court today. 


The six are accused of extorting a total 


of $300,000 from several developers and 
from Wickes Inc. in return for Wheeling 
zoning approval, permits and other fa- 
vors between 1968 and 1973. 


Those planning to plead innocent, ac- 


cording to their attorneys, include James 
Stavros, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman and behind- 
the-scenes influence in Wheeling village 
government; William Bieber, Wheeling 
director of building and zoning; Nicholas 
Phillips, a Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals employe and Stavros' cousin, 
and William Hart, a former Wheeling 
trustee. 


Attorneys for Wheeling Environmental 


' Commission chairman Michael Valenza 
and county zoning board member Ira 
Colitz could not be reached yesterday for 
comment. 


All six arraignments are scheduled for 


10 a.m. today. 


STAVROS WILL plead innocent to 


charges of extortion and conspiracy, ac- 
cording to his attorney Joel Murray. The 
indictments resulted from a year-long in- 
vestigation into alleged shakedowns in 
Wheeling. , 
' 


Phillips' attorney, Louis Carbonaro, 


said he also plans to file motions after he 
reviews the case against his client with 
the prosecuting attorneys. This review 
takes place after pleadings are entered. 
' Carbonaro said it is unclear from the 
indictment exactly what part Phillips 
played in the alleged extortion of $50,000 
from Wickes Inc. in exchange for village 
zoning approval. 


"There u no indication in the in- 


dictment as to what part in the in- 
dictment Mr. Phillips took," Carbonaro 
said. "The indictment is pretty bare, he's 
not even in that area. They've got the 
wrong man, whatever they've got." 


CARBONARO SAID that the charges 


against Phillips may be a result of his 
client being Stavros' cousin. "He hap- 
pens to be Mr. Stavros' cousin so I guess 
it's the old corruption by blood," he said. 


Bieber is also planning to plead in- 


nocent to all 15 charges of extortion, con- 
spiracy, perjury and filing a false in- 
come tax return, according to his attor- 
ney David Schippers. 


"Our plan is to fight this thing all the 


way," Schippers said. "He has asserted 
that he is absolutely not guilty of all 
charges." 


According to Schippers, the charges of 


perjury resulted from .Bieber's denial 
that he was ever involved in shakedowns 
of developers. "You're damned if you do 
and you're damned if you don't," he 
said. 


Hart's attorney, John Coghlan, said his 


client will also plead innocent to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. He said, however, he is not at 
liberty to discuss any statements made 
by Hart in relation to the case. 


The indictments returned by the grand 


jury last week are six separate cases 
and the indicted men will be arraigned 
before six different judges. Trial dates 
will be set later.

Vote 
on RTAt: officials 


Elk Grove Township officials urge residents to vote "no" on 


the formation of a Regional Transit Authority when the issue 
comes before voters March 19. 


The township board Tuesday adopted a resolution that 


states the RTA proposition "is unacceptable and does not 
provide adequate representation from areas outside that 
served by the CAT." 


The resolution states the enabling legislation provides no 


guarantee that any of the money raised through taxes will be 
spent to improve transportation in areas outside of those 
served by the CTA. 


Township officials contend the legislation would allow the 


appointed board to issue bonds without a referendum. 
» 


The resolution adds that a disproportionate share of the 


revenue raised will come, from areas such as Elk Grove 
Township, not served by the CTA, while nearly 75 per cent of 
the revenue will be spent by the CTA. 


Township auditors said they are against RTA because near- 


ly 80 per cent of the tax. money will go for administrative 
costs and operating deficits, making RTA a subsidy program 
rather than a program to 'improve transportation. 


The auditors also maintain 10 per cent of the money raised 


by taxation will be used for, reduced fare proposals for which 
the General Assembly already appropriates nearly $19 million 
annually, and there is no provision to eliminate this dupli- 
cation. 


"Funding provided is inadequate and will create a fantastic 


tax increase in the six-county area or bankrupt the system," 
the officials predict.

asks township 
park funds

The Prospect Heights Park District Is 


requesting $100,000 from Wheeling Town- 
ship to help finance a detention basin 
west of the Country Gardens subdivision 
and 2.2 miles of bicycle trails in Pros- 
pect Heights. 


The chances of the park district receiv- 


ing the money appear very slim, how- 
ever Wheeling Township Supervisor Eth- 
el Kolenis, who has not yet received the 
park district's fund application, yester- 
day said the township has only $104,831 
set aside for environmental purposes. 


"It's 
a matter of what the township 


wants to do in that area," she said, ad- 
ding she would not guess how the town- 
ship board of auditors would react to 
such a request. 


MRS. 
KOLERUS forther said she 


doubted whether bicycle trails would ac- 
tully be an environmental project. More 
likely, she said, it would be a recreation- 
al project and no monies have been set 
aside for recreation. 


The park district is asking for $45,000 


for the detention basin and $55,000 for the 
bicycle trails. All the money would come 
from federal revenue sharing funds re- 
ceived by the township.' 


The temporary detention basin would 


be created by grading a five-acre park 
site leased from the Commonwealth Edi- 
son Co. and located along the utility com- 
pany's right-of-way just west of the 
Country Gardens subdivision. The subdi- 
vision has been plagued with chronic 
flooding for many years with most of the 
water coming from nearby McDonald 
Creek. 


The proposed 2 2 miles of bicycle trails 


would be the first of a total 7.9-mile proj- 
ect. The first phase includes a 1.2-mile 
trail along the Edison right-of-way from 
Buffalo Grove Rd. to Schoenbeck Road 
to Stonegate Drive. Also included is a 
mile stretch from Schoenbeck and Stone- 
gate east to Wheeling Road. 


THE FOLLOWING phase will cover 5.7 


miles and is scheduled to be completed 
over the next several years. Another 2.5 
miles will consist of posted trails along 
existing highways. 


As of this moment, all the trails are 


proposals only. Park Director Ron 
Greenberg said approval has not been 
obtained from Cook County officials to 
use streets under their control. Decisions 
on the width and materials for the trails 
has not been decided either. 


The bike trails will cost an estimated 


$25,000 per mile. Members of the park 
board say interest in the community for 
bike trails is high.

were referred to the building committee. 


One is for a 16,500 square foot shopping 


center including a 7-Eleven store, at the 
southwest corner of Willow and River 
roads. The zoning board of appeals has 
recommended 
unanimously that the 


request to rezone the property from Rl 
to B3 be denied. 


The other is for a 45-unit condominium 


building on a 2%-acre site on the south 
side of Golf Road, west of Busse Road. 
The zoning board, also voted against this 
rezoning, by a 5 to 1 vote.

Truckers are split on agreement with government 


A tentative agreement was reached 


Thursday in Washington between the 
government and independent truckers to 
end a violent eight-day truckers strike 
against high fuel prices. 


But as announcement of the accord 


was made, some independent truckers 
quickly denounced the agreement and Il- 
linois National Guardsmen continued to 
patrol state highways to prevent contin- 
ued violence. The truckers insist they 
want a fuel price rollback and an end to 
55 m.p.h. limits. 


President Nixon and leaders of eastern 


Industrial states most affected by the 


strike hailed the agreement, but at least 
thee leaders of the loosely organized 
strike rejected it. Nevertheless, the vol- 
ume of truck traffic in Illinois increased 
Thursday and livestock markets said de- 
liveries were "much better than this 
time last week." 


AMONG THE 1,200 members of the Il- 


linois National Guard, orders were to pa- 
trol Interstate 80 in central Illinois and 
act as "eyes and ears" for the state po- 
lice. 


Guardsmen were reported distraught 


over Gov. Daniel Walker's order that the 
men remain unarmed. 


One Guardsman told The Herald, "We 


are all unarmed. I don't even have an 
empty rifle to hold. We have been told 
we are to be the eyes and ears of the 
state police, patrolling the interstate 
highways and setting up observation 
points outside truck stops to be sure 
there are no blockades going on. They 
feel we will probably be working with the 
state police as convoy escorts." 


The Guardsmen believe they may be 


released from active duty as .early as the 
weekend, although Gov. Walker has said 
he will keep the men on as long as neces- 


sary, despite the announcement from 
Washington. 


THE GUARDSMEN are equipped with 


some 300 vehicles and 13 helicopters and 
are seen on and above the 1-80 watching 
truck convoys or independent truckers 
who have ignored the strike. 


Although the announcement of an 


agreement immediately opened hope that 
the major pipeline of the food industry 
would be reopened, food industry offi- 
cials also noted that concessions to tru- 
ckers on trucking costs would mean high- 
er food prices, 


A spokesman for the Allied food stores 


of Michigan said food trucks began mak- 
ing deliveries to 87 of its stores yester- 
day and Northern food stores are within 
30 hours of receiving shipments from 
Florida. 


What have the truckers gained? 
INITIAL REPORTS from Washington 


show that some. 12 measures to benefit 
long distance truckers may be forthcom- 
ing. Among the measures: 


• The Federal Energy Office said tru- 


ckers will get 100 per cent of their fuel 
needs and will also create a toll free tele- 
phone system to allow truckers to report

As proposed, the budget would cut a

trimmed from $19.000 asked for to $9,000. 


Former village trustee Dwight Walton,

Bather was originally to have been built 
on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum 
near Copenhagen, Denmark. The mu- 
seum's director, K. W. Jensen, sub- 
sequently turned its rights over to Gould. 


The sculpture will be the second public 


Picasso original in the Chicago area. The 
other is the Civic Center Picasso located 
in downtown Chicago. Only sixteen other 
Picasso sculptures and several murals of 
concrete design are located throughout 
the world, according to Gould. 


THE BATHER was designed by Pi- 


casso in 1962. Nesjar has collaborated 
with Picasso since 1956 in the construc- 
tion of the sculptures in a special engrav- 
ing technique. The late master gave Nes- 
jar the sole rights to execute the building 
process on reproductions of his work. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer said yesterday 


he thinks the community will react fa- 
vorably to the sculpture. 


"If it's art in good taste, I don't think 


anyone would object to it," Meyer said. 


Chamber of Commerce Director Harry 


O'Brien said the work will be a valuable 
art addition to the suburbs. 


"It's a Picasso and if it's a tastefully- 


done nude, it's art and I don't think it 
will be objected to;" O'Brien said. 


"We are proud to have such.a magnifi- 


cent sculpture by one of the world's 
greatest artists," Gould Pres. William T. 
Ylvisaker said in announcing the Picasso 
acquisition yesterday. "It will provide an 
important cultural influence at the Gould 
Center. 


"Art is a functional contribution to a 


productive and pleasant environment. 
We envision the center as a complete 
cultural and creative environment for 
employes, visitors and our neighbors in 
the community," he said. 


THE SCULPTURE will be located in 


the center of the complex near a reflec- 
ting pond. It will be surrounded by land- 
scaped lawns and floral beds, Gould 
spokesmen said. 


Negotiations for the acquisition of the 


sculpture began in September of 1972. 
The Herald reported in May that com- 
pany officials made at least two trips to 
Europe to discuss purchasing the rights 
to a work for the center. 


The original negotiations apparently in- 


volved purchase of rights to a statue de- 
picting a soccer player. The statue would 
have been a 40-foot structure, officials 
had said. 


Gould officials had sought to keep the 


negotiations secret at the request of Pi- 
casso. When the world reknown artist 
died in April, 1973, Gould officials told 
The Herald negotiations would continue 
with heirs to the Picasso estate.

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Confusion halts hearing 


for Imperial Inventors 


Confusion led to postponement yester- 


day of the testimony in a hearing to de- 
termine whether the Des Plaines-based 
Imperial Inventors International Inc., 
should be allowed to operate in Illinois. 


The hearing, before Circuit Court 


Judge Francis Delaney, was continued to 
this morning as attorneys argued over 
the groundrules surrounding the proceed- 
ings. While the two sides debated in an 
adjoining conference room, Judge Dela- 
ney scheduled another hearing for later 
yesterday afternoon, thus calling off the 
Imperial case. 


The Illinois Atty. General's office is 


seeking a court order to put Imperial out 
of business, charging the company is de- 
frauding and deceiving clients whose in- 
ventions Imperial promises to develop 
and market. 


Its case was based, in part, on a Her- 


ald investigation by two reporters, in- 
eluding Steve Brown. Brown was sched- 
uled to be the first witness but was un- 
available yesterday because he is a 
member of one of the Illinois National 
Guard units activated by Gov, Daniel 
Walker during the truckers' strike. 


IN ADDITION to preventing Imperial, 


2230 E. Devon Ave., from conducting 
business in Illinois, the state wants the 
firm to repay clients who were allegedly 
bilked by the company's 
marketing 


scheme. 


"Imperial 
had caused iiic 


damage to the people of Illinois," 
Asst. 
Attorney General Peter Kil- 


chenmarm said yesterday. He added that 
hundreds of persons, in Illinois and other 
states, were victims of the company. 


Some of the confusion yesterday re- 


sulted from a potential conflict between 
the testimony of some 20 witnesses the 
state was to present and the status of a 
federal court trial in which officials of 
Imperial are charged with mail fraud. 
The federal indictments charged five Im- 
perial officials with 14 counts of mail 
fraud each. U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
claimed 3,000 persons were defrauded by 
Imperial. 


W H E N DEFENSE attorneys told 


Judge Delaney that one of the defendants 
hired a new lawyer who needed time to 
review the charges and asked for a con- 
tinuance until the federal trial is over, 
the judge replied: 


"The continuances are all over as of 


right now. I don't like this changing of 
lawyers. I don't like it and it will stop 
right now. If it (the testimony) affects 
these people I'll stop it. I'll protect them 
the best I can."

fense attorneys, "I don't want to be 
Mickey the Mope and get anybody found 
guilty because of the proceedings here."

Dist. 23 iv*rapup 
Schools cut use 
of NEC computer 


Prospect Heights Elementary Dist. 23 has voted not to par- 


ticipate in the Northwest Educational Cooperative's data pro- 
cessing program for 1974-75. 


The board decided Wednesday to pull out of the program 


because of the increased cost which it would be assessed for 
services next year. Minimum cost estimates for receiving 
payroll and scheduling services next year were placed at 
$12.720. The same services this year cost the district $5,500. 


The decision does not mean the district has pulled out of 


NEC completely. The resolution to discontinue using the data 
processing service was approved with the stipulation that the 
district would review the matter at the end of the term and 
could vote to rejoin the program the following year. 


The costs for program services are going up because of a 


, change in the system for charging districts. Instead of basing 
costs on assessed valuation of a district, the rate will be 
based on usage. 


The change will increase the cost of computer services for 


the seven elementary schools in the NEC while decreasing 
the cost for Dist. 214. 


Dist. 23 will still be obligated to pay a contingency liability 


fee of SI,400 to the NEC as its portion of the leasing fee for 
the computer since the district is still an NEC member. 


Business Mgr. James Hendren will be investigating alterna- 


tive computer service programs to do the district's sched- 
uling for the coming term. Lewis College has' said it could do 
the district's scheduling for a cost of approximately $1,400, 
according to Hendren. 
. Payroll work, which administrators say is not complicated, 
will be done manually. 


Dist. 23 is the first NEC member to pull out of the data 


processing program. Districts 57, 59 and 21 have voted to 
remain in the program next year. 
Pact talks open Feb. 21 


Contract negotiations between teachers and the Dist. 23 


school board will begin Feb. 21 with an informal session to 
exchange groundrules. Formal talks will begin Feb. 26 when 
groundrules for negotiation are set. 


Negotiations with custodial workers will get under way after 


March 15.
